William Rockefeller Leaves. 

William Rockefeller departed at 5 o'clock 
for New York on the Michigan Central, leav- 
ing a few minutes before that time in a 
brougham. He tipped the butler $5.

Park policeman No. 113 stood on the corner 
most of the afternoon, but he was waiting : 
there for a chance to shake hands with Mr.

When the park policeman came outside he 
found an Italian peanut and popcorn vender 
on the corner. He was doing a great busi- 
ness, for a good many spectators, including 
many small boys in the neighborhood, wait- 
ing for a chance to see the richest man in the 
world and his wig. With a new importance 
the park policeman promptly ordered the 
vender from the neighborhood. 

Early in the evening Mr. Rockefeller drove 
away to the Lake Shore station with Mr. Mc- 
Cormick, as stated in the foregoing. 


Peace and Quiet at Last. 

At 9 o’clock Mr. McCormick returned alone, 
and, stepping out of the brougham at the en- 
trance to his residence, turned to a group 
of servants who stood inthe driveway to give 
them orders for the night. He appeared to 
heave a sigh of relief as he turned to the door 
and stopped a moment to gaze reflectively at 
a group of shirtwalsts that ornamented the 
stone coping across the street. It was the 
boarding house contingent out to have a look 
at the house where the richest man in the 
world staid.

John D. Rockefeller has at least O coming 
to him as mileage for attending Judge 
Landis’ court yesterday. Unless he goes 
after it In person, the sum will revert to the 
United States treasury, and John D. will 
have paid for the uncomfortable privilege of 
being called as a witness in a United States 
court. 

The witnesses are allowed 5 cents a mile 
for coming to Chicago, and those coming 
from New York were supposed to receive ap- 
proximately §90, the return trip being pro- 
vided for. Unquestionably, Mr. Rockefeller 
has a right to claim more, because he came 
from Pittsfield, Mass., a longer distance. 

Dudley B. Clark, who has charge of such 
things in the district attorney's office, waited 
in vain for Mr. Rockefeller to come and get 
his ticket punched. Mr. Clark couldn't let 
anybody else have the money because the re- 
quirements are that the witnese must make 
application in person. Then, after receiving 
an order for the money, they must go down- 
stairs and get it cashed In the subtreasury. 


Precautions to Be Taken. 

The authorities at the subtreasury realize 
t hat if the witness who came all the way from 
Pittsfield calls at the federal building to get 

is money, it will be necessary to take about 

1,000 worth of precautions to see that he 
‘gets it and gets out safely before a mob of 
curious people gather and overwhelm him 
in an effort to see what he looks like.

Astronomers All Out of Town. 
New York, July 6.—(Special.]—Aithough 
Mars is closer to the earth tonight than it

“canals"’ and satellites were diseovered, 
astronomers here took no special interest in 
the event and no special effort was made to 
observe or photograph the planet. At the 
Columbia university it was said all the pro- 
fessors of the department of astronomy are 
out of town so far as known and none was 
making observations.

Boston, Mass., July 6.—[Special.)—At Har- 
vard observatory Director E. C. Pickering to- 
night said no effort had been made to léarn 
anything about Mars.

One of the most signal warnings of his- 
tory seems to have been disregarded by the 
Russian government. In France, on the eve 
of the revolution, the case, including the 
financial part of it, was far from desperate 
and might have been successfully met if the 
king had called around him his best advisers 
and, with their guidance, used his power, 
which was sovereign, in the inauguration of 


practical reforms. 


Instead of that, he summoned the elective 
assembly, which was sure to contain all the 
revolutionary elements, and, instead of co- 
operating with him in this policy of reform, 
to wrestle with him for the supreme power, 
It did and his army having failed him, with 
fatal success, as Europe feels at this hour. 


Cossacks’ Loyalty Saves Throne. 

The czar, in granting the duma, made the 
ennai mistake, and, as a matter of course, 
the duma, like ‘the national assembly, in- 
stead of codperating in the practical reform, 
commenced to struggle for the supreme 
power. Luckily for the czar, his Cossacks 
have proved more loyal than the Gardes 
Francaises and Russia has been so far saved 
from a republic of dynamite. Few can think 
that Russia is at present fit in any respect 
for democratic institutions. 

A crash would not be limited to Russia. 
A dynamiter butchering not only his politi- 
cal enemies but numbers of unoffending 
persons with his cowardly missile is surely 
an enemy not of the czgar’s government but 
of the human race.“

LONDON, July 6 — Although the negotia- 
tions between Lord Elgin, Sir E. Grey, and 
Sir R. Bond have for their object a renewal 
of the Newfoundland fisheries modus vivendi,

EXPENSES EXCEED INCOME 
Points Out Defects in System 
and Says Freedom of Labor- 
er Is in Danger. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 


LONDON, July 6.—Another important ex- 
posé of the fallacious claims made in behalf 
of municipal ownership was made by Lord 
Avebury at the annual meeting of the Indus- 
trial Freedom league yesterdey. After con- 
gratulating the league on the vindication 
of its principles at the county council elec- 
tion in March, he said that the president of 
the board of trade, ina recent speech, stated 
that the provincial municipalities had made 
a gross profit of $2,000,000 on their electricity 
supply, and that it was a great triumph for 
the municipal enterprise. 


Analysis Shows Poor Result. 


The amount of gross profit, however, told 
little. The question, he said, was what was 
the net profit. The-total amount of! capital 
invested by the provincial and local authori- 
ties in the electrical supply undertakings was 
put down at $34,318,000, and the gross profit 
was $2,000,000. If depreciation was figured 
at 3% per cent it amounted to over 
$1,000,000, and if the interest was com- 
puted at 8% per cent, that amounted to 
another $1,000,000, leaving practically no bal- 
ance. Moreover, he said it must be remem- 
bered that the municipalities had always op- 
posed any proper audit, and it was admitted 
that in London no sufficient amount had been 
allocated. 

As regarded tramways and other commer- 
cial undertaking for rent, central staff, law 
expenses, etc., he said, it was clear that too 
much had been charged for street lighting. 


Other Dangers in Pian. 


Serious, however, as were the pecuniary re- 
sults due to municipal trading, this by no 
means was the most serious danger. He at- 
tached even more importance to the facts 
that 

(1) The local expenditure was increasing 
more rapidly than ratable property. 


| __(2) That local indebtedness was increasing 
more rapidly than ratable property. 


(3) That municipal trading could not fail to 
give rise to awkward labor problems. 

(4) That municipal trading had seriously 
interfered with private enterprise and over 
foreign commerce. j 

(5) That it was unwise to give votes to those 
who paid no rates and unjust to withhold 
votes froin those who did. 

(6) That by reducing the demand for labor, 
while increasing prices and raising rates, it 
had not only injured rate payers generally, 
but especially the working classes, and that 
if carried to its logical conclusion, it would 
involve the loss of their freedom. 


MERCHANT MURDERS 
WIFE AND DAUGHTER. 


Belief That He Was Insane When He 
Committed Crime Held by Coroner’s | 


Jury. 


LONDON, July 6.—Achil, a town in one 
of the wildest parts of county Mayo, was 
the scene of a double domestic tragedy a 
few mornings ago. Awakened by terrible 
screams about 1 o'clock the father of Mr. 
Owen Lavelle, a merchant, rushed out of his 
room, and in the hall met his son with his 
hands and shirt covered with blood. 

The old man succeeded in getting him into 
a room occupied by some shop assistants, 
and going to his son’s bedroom found Mrs. 
Lavelle lying in a pool of blood with her head 
nearly severed from the body. 
joining room the body of her 7 year old 
daughter was found in a similar condition. 

Mr. Owen Lavelle, who is a member of the 
Mayo county council, was at once placed 
under arrest. At the inquest a servant, who 
slept with the young Lavelle girl, said she 
was awakened by the striking of a match and 
called out Who's there.“ Mr. Lavelle ans- 
wered, and said he only wanted to light a 
eandle. He then put out the light and went 
over to the bed and stretched across witness 
towards where the child was. 

He remained in that position for about five 
minutes, when the child uttered an awful cry 
and Lavelle rushed from the room. The wit- 
ness got a light and found the child had 
been murdered. 

The jury returned a verdict that the ac- 
cused committed the murders while insane.

Thomas Elmer Will of Washington, D. C., 
secretary of the American Forestry associa- 
tion,-of which James Wilson, secretary of 
agriculture, is president, addressed the com- 
mittee on the subject of forest preservation. 
Calamity overshadows this country un- 
less it more effectively arises to the realiza- 
tion that its forests must be preserved and 
the future supply of forests prepared for by 
the government establishing more forest pre- 
serves,“ he said. ‘“‘ This necessity is espe- 
cially pressing in the eastern states, where 
there is not an acre of forest reserves. 
President Roosevelt has declared, The 
most vital internal problem of the United 
States is the forest question.’ Sixteen west- 
ern states and territories, with a population 
of 10,000,000, now have more than 144,313,000 
acres of forest reserves, while the remainder 
of the states, with a population of 73,000,000, 
have none.”’

The 
railroads have given all their conductors in- 
structions to afford such passengers every 
facility for the purchase of tickets at stations 
on the border between states. In cases 
where the trains do not stop at border sta- 
tions, or the nearest station is some miles dis- 
tant from the border, cash fare is collected 
on the basis of the state rate, and where an 
excess of 10 cents is charged, such. excess 
will be refunded on presentation of the cash 
fare receipt to the ticket agent at destination.

CHINA TO WHIP AMERICA IS 
THREAT OF REFORM LEADER. 


Writes to Roosevelt That His Nation 
Will Seek to Assert Its Rights and 
Avenge Its Wrongs.” 


MEXICO CITY, July 6.—The most aggres- 
sive utterance that has come from the pen 
of a Chinese anent the United States exclu- 
sion act is a document written by Kong Yu 
Wei, leader of the Chinese reform movement, 
who recently left this city for New York. 

The letter was written to President Rooee- 
velt, seeking to enlist the president's aid in 
a revision of the present laws. Just before 
leaving the city last week Kong Yu Wel 
gave to the Daily Record, ar afternoom paper 
published here, a copy of this letter and au- 
thorized its publication today. 


Dreads to Think of Result. 


After reciting what the Chinese have done 
in the development of the west, Mr. Kong 
details the treatment the Chinese people have 
received at the hands of the people of the 
United States, and says: 

Two decades of rigid ehtoreement of the 
exclusion laws have brought about the ill will 
of 400,000,000 people. <A united Chinese na- 
tion will seek to assert its rights and avenge 
its wrongs. Its anger will be vented in ways 
that I dread to think ot. 

The time will come when a small spark 
may start an uncontrollable conflagration 
and the friendly ties between our people be 
severed beyond remedy. 

“Americans have been wont to condemn 
Russian cruelty towards the Jews. How 
much more humane has been America’s 
treatment of the Chinese? 


Returns Evil for Good. 


Can civilized America reconcile such 
treatment of their fellow creatures with di- 
vine law? Courtesy and kindness should be 
reciprocal; but what a difference between 
the treatment Americans received in China 
and that accorded Chinese in America.“ 

Among the modifications he suggests to the 
existing law is the abolishment of the ob- 
jectionable features of identification, such 
as the photograph and the body marks: 
that no restriction as to ports of entry be 
made, and that certificates issued to China- 
men by Chinese chambers of commerce and 
indorsed by American consuls should entitle 
Chinese to free entry. He asks that the 
same laws apply in the Philippines and Ha- 
Wall.

Kentucky Breeder’s Experiment Will 
Be Watched with Interest by Those 
Interested in the Thoroughbred 
Turf—J. C. Milam Retires for the 
Present the Best of His Two Year 
Old Performers—Lady Reel Has a 
Fine Filly Foal. 


Lexington, Ky., July 6.—[Special.)—Karl 
Jungbluth, the Louisville breeder, has or- 
dered shipped home to Waldeck farm his 
noted race mare Souffle, by imp. Rayond’Or 
dam Soney Lass. by imp. Mortemer. Souffle 
Was sent to Senator J. W. Bailey’s Iroquois 
stud to be mated to Stalwart last spring, and 
Jungbluth expects to produce by this unlon a 
sensational racehorse. 

Souffle. was a star on the turf, as was also 
Stalwart. and both are of Mneage royal, in 
their veins running the blood of Derby and 
St. Leger winners. Souffle won the Kentucky, 
Cincinnati, and Latonia Oakes, The Hunters’ 
stakes, and twenty-one other races, and the 
mighty Ben Brush was one of the famous 
horses which went down before her in defeat. 

Stalwart is conceded to be the greatest of 
the sons of imp. Meddler, and his victories 
in the Century and annual Champion stakes 
as a 3 year old will always shine among the 
most brilliant performances of the racing 
season of 1008. 

Bouffie is 14 years old, the same age Reckon 
was the season she was bred to Filigrane, 
that mating of a turf queen toa brilliant race- 
horse resulting in Accouftant, the champion 
money winner of the American turf in 1906. 


Expects a Great Racehorse. 


If Jungbluth is fortunate to get a high type 
colt from this union of Stalwart and Souffle 
it may be that the royally bred youngster’s 
racing qualities only will be sold. The Louis- 
ville breeder never has owned a stallion, al- 
ways breeding his mares around promiscu- 
ously, but he has all along had an ideal of a 


stock horse in his mind, and a young stallion | 


by Stalwart out of Souffle wil fill the bill, 
There is no question in Jungbluth’s mind of 


such a bred colt proving a racehorse, if he 


meets no accident in his raising up to a 
racing age. 

Jungbluth’s enthusiasm over the mating of 
his great mare to imp. Meddler’s son will 
have the effect of causing horsemen to keen- 
ly watch the outcome of this union of two 
such racing stars, neither of which were at 
their best on the turf until they rounded into 
their 8 year old form, but when thoroughly 
ripe both were well nigh invincible. 


Condico Thrown Out of Training. 

The 2 year old chestnut colt Condico, by 
Contestor, dam Orderlette, by imp. Order, 
owned by Ed Frazer, was shipped home from 
Lafonia this week by Trainer J. O. Milam, 
and will be gelded and not raced again until 
next season as a 8 year old. Condico was 
highly tried as a yearling, but has been ailing 
for several weeks, and in his few starts re- 
cently was not in condition to show in pub- 
lic his best form. He is a half brother to 
Race King, the horse that ran a dead heat 
with Sysonby in the Metropolitan handicap 
in 1905. That was the closest the dead son of 
Malton came to defeat that season. 

The yearlings bought by L. A. Cella at 
the Elmendorf sale in New York, five head, 
have arrived here, and will remain at Me- 
Grathiana farm, where a bunch of yearlings 
bought by Cella privately of Milton Young 
are now quartered. All the youngsters ac- 
quired by Cella this summer will be shipped 
here to remain until late in August or early 
in September, and get all the benefits of the 
midsummer bluegrass. They will be broken 
and trained by Henry McDaniels at Sheeps- 
head Bay this fall. 

Lady Reel Has Fine Colt. 

The celebrated brood mare Lady Reel, the 
dam of Hamburg, is one of the noted stud 
matrons at Castleton stud that was mated 
this season to Delhi, the Brooklyn handicap 
winner of 1905. Lady Reel now has at her 
side a handsome brown filly by Ben Brush. 

When Keene bought the mare at the Daly 
gale she was in foal to St. Simon, and that 
produce is the young brood mare Swiftfoot, 
which now has at Castleton farm both 1 
yearling filly by Ben Brush and a suckling 
colt by Disguise II. Lady Reel dropped three 
fillies by the unbeaten St. Simon, Lady Lan- 
guish, now in the stud at A. Belmont nursery 
farm, and, Renown, owned by H. K. Knapp, 
also being out of her by England’s once 
premier sire.

In this 
respect McKerron is in the lead just now, 
but it must be admitted that the circum- 
stances attending his entrance to the stud 
and the sales of his first crops of colts were 
distinctly favorable to the securing of fancy 
prices for his get, as from the start he was 
mated with none but mares that would pass 
a critic, and a little later half a dozen fa- 
mous matrons from the matinée stable of 
C. K. G. Billings were added to his harem, 
When these foals were offered at public 
vendue it was but natural they should 
bring long prices, and as the first foal of 
McKerron had sold for $5,000 on his merits 
as a trotter and an individual the average 
to date is a juicy one. 


Figures Compiled by George Dietrich. 


Secretary George J. Dietrich of the Cleve- 
land track has compiled a booklet showing 
the prices fetched by the McKerron foals, 
either at public or private sale, and it shows 
that in total they have averaged $1,667, fang - 
ing from a weanling to his two 8 years olds. 

A dozen years ago young trotting horses 
sold for very high prices, but ever in the best 
days of the industry the produce of no stal- 
lion ever averaged so high as thosd by Me- 
Kerron which were sold recently. Two 3 
y olds by McKerron, both from mares by 
Elyria, brought $6,000 and $550, respectively, 

ng the average for the two $3,775. In 
the 2 year old division Jack McKerron, holder 
of the world’s record for a stallion trotter of 
that age over a half mile track, brought $7,500 
at private sale, while five others, mostly from 
the Buhngs mares with fast records, brought 
from $500 to $1,700 each, the average of the 
six being $2,233. 

Six yearlings, some of them from the Bil- 
lings Mares, averaged $825, and a weanling 
from a Sphinx mere was taken at $260, mak- 
ing a grand average of $1,677 for fifteen head. 


Fast Youngster at Oakwood Farm. 


The only McKerron colt around Chicago of 
which I have knowledge is a ten months’ one 
owned by the Oakwood farm of W. P. Dick- 
inson. It is from Eyeline, trotting record 
2:138%, a good going and fast mare that is 
also a fine individual. The second dam of 
this colt was by the trotter Indianapolis; 
third dam by Mambrino Patchen. About two 
weeks go the farm trainer, having the colt 
at the Wheaton track, stepped him an eighth 
to cart in :28%, and people not interested in 
the youngster tell me he is a sure trotter. 

In addition to the McKerron colt the farm 
has a four months filly foal, sired by Sidney 
Dillon; dam Wilna M., 2:17%, she by Bonnie 
Red, 2:26, ahd out of a mare by Charleston, 
2:12%. Wilna M. was a fast trotter as a 3 
year old, but went wrong. Her Sidney Dillon 
foal is. said by the owner of the stallion to 
be the fastest thing of its age he has geen 
among the Dillons. 

The Oakwood farm ships mares to the lead- 
ing stallions, having about a dozen matrons, 
all with records. Last year McKerron was 
patronized, and this season Sidney Dillon ig 
the choice. ä 

Value of the Morgan Blood. 

A. T. Cole of Chicago, who recently bought 
the Gretna farm, at Wheaton, and is using 
the Morgan blood largely in breeding horses, 
sets forth in such a logical manner the value 
of the strain for which he has à preference 
that I reproduce a portion of a note on the 
subject received from him.

In using the Morgan blood in the breeding 
ranks purely for producing speed horses, I 
think you are probably right in stating that 
the chief value of the blood lies in the brood- 
mares. A number of the best of our great 
broodmares are strongly bred Morgans. 
The chief value of the Morgan blood, how- 
ever, does not come so much through its 
possibilities for producing speed as in im- 
proving the conformiation of our native 
stock. The Morgan family possesses more 
of the desirable points of conformation nec- 
essary for a high class, heavy harness horse 
than any other branch of our native stock. 
I refer to their short backs, round barrels, 
closely ribbed up, sloping shoulders, long 
necks, naturally inclined to arch, and round, 
full buttocks; also to their good action and 
to their remarkable intelligence and good 
disposition. 


Cole Makes a Prediction. 


“Almost any stallion carrying one-sixty- 
fourth or more of the blood of the original 
Justin Morgan will transmit these points 
of conformation to his produce, and on ac- 
coum of this wonderful prepotency of the 
Morgan. blood in transmitting the family 
characteristics and thus improving any 
branch of our native stock with which it is 
crossed I consider it the only logical founda- 
tion blood for the development of the future 
American heavy harness horse family, and 
I feel convinced that through the Morgan 
blood it will be less than ten years until we 
have a distinct native bred heavy harness 
horse type which will prove the superior ot 
any other family of heavy harness horses the 
world has ever known. 

“As to using the Morgan blood for pro- 
ducing speed it cannot give the speed inheri- 
tance which can be had from other branches 
of the trotting family, but it can improve 
the conformation of our trotters and give 
them the reund barrel and deep chest of the 
Morgan, giving the extreme speed trotter or 
pacer greater lung capacity and more room 
for heart action, which makes such con- 
sistent and tireless racing mechanism as Joe 
Patchen and Sweet Marie, which show the 
influence of Morgan blood in this respect.“ 


CONFER ON THE FISHING LAWS. 


Col. Bartlett of Illinois Discusses Stat- 
utes with Members of the Mis- 
souri Commission. 


‘Bloomington, III., July 6.—[{Special.}]—Col. 
5. P. Bartlett, United States and Illinois fish 
commissioner, has returned from a confer- 
ence in St. Louis with the members of the 
Missouri fish commission relative to the fish- 
ing and hunting laws that went into effect 
July 1 in Missouri. Under a strict interpre- 
tation of these laws, a nonresident citizen 
can be arrested if fishing with a hook, and 
line in Missouri and be heavily fined, the 
minimum amount being $100. 

Col. Bartlett informed the Missouri com- 
missioners that such radical legislation ought 
be met with, similar statutes by the Illinois 
legislature; which would wipe out the club- 
houses on the Illfnois side of the Missigsippi 
river which are owned by Missourians. The 
Missouri commissioners stated that they rec- 
ognized the justice in Col. Bartlett's com- 
plaint, and agreed to confér with Gov. Folk 
concerning the enforcement of the law. : 

The commissioners declared that the real 
intent of the lawmakers was to exclude fish- 
ermen with hook and line from being ap-

He may 
fight Squires again tomorrow or a week 
hence and may not win, but he turned the 
trick on Independence day without the assist- 
ance of what, generally, is termed a fluke 
punch, He cannot be credited with planning 
the blow that first sent the Australian wab- 
bling along queer street, nor the two that 
followed which kept Squires on the uncon- 
scious thoroughfare long enough to be count- 
ed out, as he was ignorant of the fistic ways 
of the antipodean. 

Burns knew, which thousands of others 
did not, that he had speed and force enough 
in his own right mawley, if he could land it, 


He did not introduce that speedy and forcible 
right in any of his previous fights, but the 
man is studious, and while the sporting world 
wag reading of the doings of the Australian, 
Tommy was practicing the punch and how to 
deliver it. While so doing he also hot footed 
from ten to fourteen miles every morning 
over the mountains at Harbin Springs.

In a letter, received several days before the 
fight, he stated he never was better in his life;

When they worked toward the center of the 
ring Tommy made a quick short left hand 
feint, which drew an opening, and quick asa 
flash he shot out his right and connected it 
with Squires’ left temple. The punch was a 
corker, as it raised a lump as large asa hick- 
ory nut and sent Bill to the canvas. That 
blow was the beginning of the end. Billsaw 
several Burnses in front of him, but, manag- 
ing to pick out the right one, he chased him 
across the ring and drove a couple of punches 
into his y and a left to the face. 

Tommy was as cool as a cucumber, while 
Bill was a wee bit shaky in the legs and 
hardly right in his head. Tommy“ fid- 
died a bit, saw another opening, and shot in 
another snappy right, which compelled an- 
other visit to the canvas by Bill. 

That last punch was a settler, as Squires, 
when he regained his feet, groped and reeled 
around the ring, then ducked under blows 
that were not being delivered. When the 
blow came that did the trick the point of 
Bill’s chin was in the way of it, and as there 
was considerable force behind it aten second 
count by Jeffries hardly was necessary.

It u provided that such presumption may 
be overcome on the presentation of satis- 
factory evidence before a diplomatic or con- 
sular officer of the United States, but thou- 
sands of these German born American citi- 
zens are fearful that they will be unable to 
present satisfactory evidence within the 
meaning of the law.

A large majority never intend to return 
to America, and as passports henceforth will 
be issued only within the confines of the 
United States instead of at embassies and

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SUBWAYS PROVIDED ron. 
The Pittsburg Gazette Times has an ex- 
alted opinion of the subway project sub- 
mitted to the Chicago city council last 
Monday. The plan, it says, is similar to 


ties a few months ago, which it approves 
of. The Gazette Times is enthusiastic 
over what it calls the “liberality” of the 
terms offered Chicago. The company, it 
gays, asks for nothing but rights of way. 
In return it offers the city 2 per cent of 
the gross earnings, which is assumed to 
be a princely recompense. It also pro- 
poses: that after thirty years the city may 


take Over the property at a valuation to be 


fixed by competent appraisers. 

The Pittsburg paper says the inference 
is that the promoters of the Chicago meas- 
ure expect it will be accepted on its merits 
and that “its hold upen public approval 
will probibit political eer and dis- 
courage the professional grafter.” There 
are no symptoms of public approval. The 
measure is a kind of “mysterious 
stranger,” not to be taken enthusiastically 
to the bosom of the community. 

The traction o neces contemplate the 
construction of ‘subways. ‘They reserve 
to the city the power to require the trac- 
tion companies to join with it in building 
subways for the joint use of the com- 
panies and of the city and its licensees. 
When the council is ready to act it will 
do so. There is no reason why it should 
discard a plan of subway construction 
which has been ratified by the voters and 
hearken to proposals made in behalf of 
anonymous capitalists. 

In the next place, there is no occasion 
for frenzied haste in the matter of sub- 
ways. They will have to be built some 
day, and the council acted wisely in mak- 
ing ample provision for them in the trac- 
tion ordinances, but ediate action is 
not needed. The bilitation of the 
traction systems, the intelligent rerouting 
j of cars, and the scientific handling of 
1 street traffic will relieve greatly the con- 
gestion in the business district which pro- 


vokes the demand for subways. The re- 
| lief will be temporary, but the needs of the 


community will be met for some years. 
During that time the subway question can 
be studied in its engineering, financial, and 
other aspects. 

Conditions in Pittsburg may be such as 
to make the acceptance by that city of a 
subway plan similar to the one submitted 
here advisable. The .conditions in Chi- 
cago are quite different. The city is not 
compelled to depend on the interested 
“ ltherality of men who keep themselves 
in the dark and whose proposals are not 
prompted by love of the city or its peo- 
ple but by a desire to get valuable privi- 
leges for less than they are worth. 


POPULARITY OF PARKS. 
Chicago is noted everywhere for its 
fine parks. Its activity in the develop- 


ment of the emailer playgrounds has 


brought it to the attention of those inter- 
ested in this movement. Its ambition to 
provide for the needs of the greater city 
of the future has made its people favor 
plans for elaborate extensions of its park 
systems which will involve the outlay of 
many thousands of dollars before the 
dreams are fully realized. 

There are evidences on every hand, 
however, that the parks are appreciated 
and that they serve a useful purpose in 
affording places for recreation and for 
breathing pure air to large numbers of 
people who otherwise might be deprived 
of opportunities for healthful outdoor ex- 
ercise and quiet, restful enjoyment. The 
annual reports of the park commissioners 
give some indication of this popularity. 
They include tables showing the number 
of people who play games, who use the 
boats in the lagoons, who patronize the 
shower -baths or the swimming pools. 
But these tables are mere indications of 
that larger number who visit the parks 
for rest or pleasure without utilizing any 
of the special privileges. 

Now and then an incident is mentioned 
which is far more eloquent of conditions 
than the pages of a published report. 
For example, it is said that at half past 
4 in the morning of July 4 there were 
350 people in line for tickets giving them 
the privilege of playing golf on the public 
links in Jackson park. Those who de- 
layed their trip to the park until after 
breakfast were practically excluded from 
playing until late in the.afternoon. These 
links have long been so popular that the 
patrons have had to get tickets for place. 
A holiday of more general celebration 
than the one on Saturday afternoon or 
Sunday brings out such a crowd that long 
waits for a turn are inevitable and good 
playing is greatly handicapped. 

What is illustrated by this instance 
might be shown in connection with other 
activities of the parks. The people pa- 
tronize them. Their facilities are appre- 
ciated, and they are none too numerous 
for the steadily growing population of 
Chicago. Those who live in the suburbs 
or enjoy the privilege of membership in a 
country club do not have to depend upon 
the parks for their outings, except as they 
use the fine driveways for riding in car- 
riages or automobiles. It is the far 
greater company of those who are in mod- 
erate circumstances who get the bencfit 
of the parks. A generally observed holi- 
day usually tests their capacity. But the 
number of patrons who visit the parks 
day after day is steadily increasing. Use 
is the best evidence. of appreciation. 
From that point of view the parks long 
ago proved their worth to the people. 


THE NEW COURTHOUSE. 

This week some of the rooms in the 
new county building will be occupied and 
the moving will continue during the sum- 
mer. Pighteen months have been long 
enough to complete this building, which 
is a model of convenience, adequate both 
for the present and for the future for 
many years to come. It affords an in- 
structive contrast to the federal building. 
The latter, built at long range, took 
many years to build and when it was 
done it was found to be as ill adapted to 
the purpose for which it was intended 
as any building could well be. The 
county building, under the supervision of 
| competent local men, leaves nothing to be 
desired except a companion building on 
the city half of the public square. 

The names of the.county commissioners 
which. were chiseled in the stone of the 
old county building were the mark of 
‘derision as the ruin gradually crumbled 
away. . No one of the county commission- 
ers who planned and directed the con-

The foundations of the new building 
are deep and solid. Chitago, was the

there a better example of the art-of lay- 
ing foundations than in the county build- 
ing. Twice the weight could rest safely 
upon the rigid base, while an earthquake 
like that which destroyed San Francisco 
could harm the building only superficially. 
Another great Chicago fire would leave 
the larger part of the building in a con- 
dition in which repairs could be easily 
made, 

There has been no scandal attending 
the disbursement of money for the county 
building. The people have got their 
money’s worth. Unlike the state capitols 
of New York and Pennsylvania, it does 
not stand as a memorial of extravagance 
and peculation. It is an ornament to 
the city, but utility has been the main 
consideration, and this has been secured 
by giving a fair equivalent for every dol- 
lar spent. It is not meant, like the Chi- 
eago federal building, to be only a subject 
tor souvenir postal cards, but to be used 
every day f centuries, and it will be, 


CLINGERS. 

Mrs. Dr. Adélaide Wallerstein of New 
Tork, who bears the imposing titles of pres- 
ident of the Rubinstein club, head of the 
Hast Side clinic for women and children, 
end chief matron of the Little Mothers, 
has recently explained to her various or- 
ganizations what she thinks constitutes a 
model wife. As the basis of her opinion 
she scouts the notion that man is a su- 
perior being. The wife must be intellec- 
tual, and make her husband understand he 
has a thinking companion. She may even 
contradict her husband all she wants to, 
especially if it becomes necessary to dem- 
onstrate that she is not subservient to him. 
She must not allow herself to be molded 
to his ideas, but must have ideas of her 
own. Such molding she says is out of 
place in our modern society. 

The model wife of fifty years ago, who 
rose at 6 in the morning, did all the house- 
work, nursed the children, baked the 
bread, polished her husband’s shoes, 
mended’ the children’s stockings in the 
evening, and did all kinds of chores at 
odd minntes, is no longer a model. That 


kind of substitute for servant the doctor 


thinks has disappeared for good, The 
model woman of today must have ideas 
of her own. and she does not believe any 
man with brains will object to the wife’s 
having and using brains. 

Mrs. Dr. Wallerstein then strikes di- 
rectly at the old clinging type of woman, 
Indeed, she says “the clinging ivy. type 
of wife has long ceased to be the model.” 
Clingers, however, still exist. A lady in 
Detroit the other day was deserted by 
her husband, who left her only $2, a 
poodle, a trunk full of his old clothes, and 
an unpaid board bill, and yet she affirmed 
she-loved him dearly and would go back 
to him if she could, as she trusts him so. 
Perhaps this is an extreme case of cling- 
ing, and one to which the doctor would 
offer strenuous objection. There are other 
kinds of elingers, but unquestionably she 
is right when she says that the clinger is 
no longer the model. She is rapidly dis- 
appearing, and Dr. Wallerstein’s model is 
rapidly increasing. In reality, however, 
the doctor has made no new discovery. 
She has only described the new woman 
who came some time ago and has come 
to stay, and man, who was once the su- 
perior, is. steadily recognizing the fact, 
nopleasant as it may be. She is getting 
his work away from him in some direc- 
tions, as “ Raymond” has shown, and 
she may yet get his supeftiority away from 
him unless he is on the alert. Men may 
yet be the clingers—the woman the oak, 
the man the ivy. 


HOPE FOR AMERICAN DRAMA: 
Mr. William Archer, whose enviable po- 
sition as the leading critic of the drama 


-and dramatic literature in England entitles 


him to the most respectful consideration, 
has been contrasting the American stage of 
today with the English stage of the pres- 
ent, and as well with the American stage 
as he knew it ten years ago. His opinions, 
while careful and conservative, are 80 
generally complimentary to the progress of 
dramatic art in this country that they will 
be pleasurably received by Americans, 
however suspicious of the foreigner even 
bearing gifts. 

It is not Mr. Archer’s opinion that we 
have learned everything essential in the 
preparation and presentation of the 
drama. Specifically we are still in proc- 
ess of evolution. He finds our theaters 
thrown up apparently for the season and 
with no obvious purpose of permanence, 
and he objects to the building conditions 
under which they are permitted to exist. 
In the preparation of plays he is im- 
pressed more by the evidences of some- 
what raw talent than by the Assurance 
of complete artistry. The American play- 
wright does not appeal to him as the ar- 
tistic equal of the Englishman engaged in 
similar literary work, and in individual 
instances here and there he sees much 
room for éxpansion and betterment. 

But in catholicity of taste, in the build- 
ing up of a broad national drama, in alert- 
fess of intelligence, and in contempt for 
petty restrictions, Mr. Archer confesses 
his astonishment and pleasure in the peo- 
ple of kindred tongue among whom he has 
journeyed. He contrasts the fate of the 
British dramatist, practically condemned 
in scope to the West End of London, with 
the American playwright who draws. from 
the whole field of American life, and 
speaks enthusiastically of such plays as 
rise above the restrictions of dress coats 
and Paris gowns.” He is in sympathy 
with the American freedom which does 
not make evening dress compulsory at the- 
aters, and laments in contrast the fate of 
thousands of Englishmen who are driven 
to the music halls’ by a fixed and stupid 
managerial rule. The democracy of the 


American people and the American play | 
cannot fail to be intellectually broadening | 


and instructive. 

For the receptivity of the American 
public Mr. Archer has only words of 
praise. He notes that many plays which 
in England are either not acted at all or 
before picked audiences are received ap- 
preciatively An America by the general 
public, It is this many-cidedness” of 
receptivity, this alertness of intellectual 
curiosity, that is sure to result in benefit 


that may be offered, 


even most pessimistic of America’s 
erities home may find comfort and stim- 
ulus for better hope. If so keen aif dis- 
passionate a critic as William Archer can 
| amt eo much that is worthy offidmiration 
‘buoyant expectation the rest of us 
may not be entirely wretched and de- 
spondent, Perhaps it needed a foreigner 
of judgment and discretion to point out to

Mr. John D. Rockefeller is a remark- 
able man in many ways. Not the least of 
these is his willingness and ability to di- 
vorce himself from all knowledge of the 
condition and progress of the great organi- 
nation he ereated. Monarchs have abdi- 
cated voluntarily, but have usually kept a 
close watch on what their successors were 
doing. Men have turned over to their 
sons the active management of the busi- 
ness they have bulit up, but they have 
been unable to resist the temptation to 
drop in occasionally and give a little ad- 
vice, Not so Mr. Rockefeller, He knows 
no more about the Standard Oil company 
of today or what it has been doing during 
the last eight or fen years than if he were 
the veriest outsider. It must have re- 


quired a great degree of will power for 


him to cut loose entirely from the absorb- 
ing occupation of a lifetime. : 

Mr. Rockefeller is the president of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 


the other Standard Oil companies. But 
he is merely the honorary president. He 
absorbs no knowledge. He knows that 
the company has an oil refinery. He 
knows that it paid 40 per cent dividends 
for several years, and he seems to have 
remained content with that pleasing 
knowledge. 

Judge Landis has been un Ble to get 
from Mr. Rockefeller any of the infor- 
mation he was in quest of: There are 
other officers to be examined who cannot 
plead that they are mere honorary off. 
cials. So long as the judge gets what he 
wants it is a matter of no importance 
from whom he gets it.

The good old word “ champion,” once 
so full of meaning to the person entitled to 
be so designated, suffers greatly by mis- 
use in these days of widespread interest 
in contests of many kinds. Those patron 
saints of various European countries who 
were grouped together as the seren 
champions of Christendom” have’ had 
much honor paid them during the cen- 
turies. But the word used of them has 
fallen far. Now the man who drives his 
automobile at the highest speed over a 
specially prepared racetrack is a cham- 
pion. The woman who writes the most 
words on a typewriter within a given 


time ig a champion. The man who can 


slaughter the most hogs under certain 
conditions has the same proud title. 
Once the champion represented some- 
thing. He stood out in front of an army, 
like Goliath of old, and challenged all 
comers to combat. 
victory rested with his people. 
the enemy took the spoils of war.

the “wager of battle,” 
interesting details making a recognized 
method of determining legal controversies. 
Once the champion was the representa- 
tive of his king. 

The present day champion represents 
nothing. He gets a certain degree. of 
efficiency in some branch ok sport and 
forthwith styles himself champion. If he 
is a prizefighter he may be a .heavy- 
weight or a lightweight champion. If he 
fights with a representative of some oth- 
er nation and wins he becomes the cham- 
pion of the world. If he is a tennis 
player he follows a successful experience 
at home with its accompanying title of 
champion with a trip to England, where 
a few victories enable him to claim su- 
periority over any on earth. It makes 
little difference what the form of contest 
may be, it is not a difficult task for one 


to win an all inclusive title of champion. 


The eager desire for such honors ap- 
pears everywhere. The papers are filled 
with accounts of championship contests. 
The rules of one country may differ from 
those of another and there may be no 
court for the settlement of differences or 
the awarding of an ‘unquestioned title 
to any individual. A championship now- 
adays has little significance. A title of 
champion is meaningless because there is 
no opportunity to pit the best of the 
world against one another. 

Notwithstanding these things each sea- 
son of the year is marked by so-called 
championships. Large sums of money 
and tremendous outlays of energy are 
devoted to mad struggles for preéminence 
in all sorts of contests, The champion és 
everywhere today and forgotten tomor- 
row. He is forgotten because the title 
he claims is valueless. The word uo 
longer has the wealth of — it once 
possessed. 


DIAMOND MINING. 

The report of thé American ¢onsul at 
Amsterdam gives some idea of the im- 
mense profits of the diamond mining busi- 
ness. Although Amsterdam is the chief 
center of diamond entting or “ manufac- 
turing,” as the technical term is, the dia- 
monds cut there come almost exclusively 
from the mines in South Africa owned 
by British companies. The De Beers 
mines supply 95 per cent of the world's 
product. The diamonds uced by this 
company amounted in value to $27,061,627 
last year. Of this product about one-half 
is sold in the United States and the di- 
rectors of the company have under con- 
sideration a project of moving the selling 
offices of the company from London to 
New York in order to avoid the males 
income tax of $482,000.

Old Count Nigra’s death on Monday last 
recalis to my mind a witty remark which I 
remember hearing him make at the time 


hen he was Italian ambassador in London. 


People were diacussing.at the time the triple 
alliance, and a pretty woman present 

him whether it were really true that the three 
powers—namely: Germany, Italy, and Aus- 
tYla—wére “marching arm in arm.“ 

Les, chére madame, he replied, “ that is 
just what We are doing tow. But we are 
much like three men going out bear hunting 
arm in arm. Whether we shall maintain that 
pleasant and affectionate attitude when we 
meet the bear is quite another question.“ 

It must be borne in m that the power 
against which the triple alliance was pri- 
marily organized was Russta, alway herald - 
ically portrayed as a bear. The answer was 
thoroughly characterigtic of the man, who 
for fifty years was celebrated as one of the 
most brilliant men of the world in European 
diplomacy. 

Nigra’s obituaries convey. the impression 
that he was of humble origin. This was no 
the case. He was a scion of an —— 
but ancient house of the Piedmontese.nobil-: 
ity, born at Turin, and virtually had to make 
his own way through college, as has been 
done by so many Americans who have. sub- 
sequently achieved eminence. As a 19 year 
old youth he took part in the Italian’ war 
against Austria in 1849, enlisting in the Ber- 
sdglieri, being badly wounded on the battle 
field, and on his recovery aged to secure 
a subordinate clerkship in the department of 
foreign affairs. He may be said to have ob- 
tained a foothold on the first rung of the 
ladder of fame when he won the favor of 
Count Cavour, Italy's most famous states- 
man aad fhe ane be her unity. 


Nigra andi to tell the following story of 
how he made Cavour’s- acquaintance. It 
seems that one evening Nigra was standing 
on the topmost step of a ladder among the 
bookshelves at the ministry of foreign affairs 
at Turin, hunting for the copy of some treaty, 
when suddenly Prime Minister Cavour burat 
into the room and, addressing the chiet of 
the bureau, exclaimed: 

Here; I have got to start off for Paris to- 
night quite unexpectedly. Blancisill. Have 
you not some little donkey here whom I could 
take with me to act as private secretary in 
bis stead?” 

Un assinotto, excellency?’ replied the 
chief of bureau. Certaipiy. Here, Nigra; 
come down.“ 

The young man, without displaying any 
trace of annoyance at the implied insult. 
stepped from the ladder, approached, and 
made hig bow to the premier. A few. weeks 
later in Paris Cavour, completely worn out 
by fatigue, had dictated before retiring to 
bed a few brief memoranda to his secretary, 
which were to form the basis of a state paper 
which he proposed to draw up and elaborate 
on the following day, after a night's rest, for 
presentation to the international congress, 
then in session at Paris. On arising the next 
morning he found, to his amagemet, the state 
paper already drafted in full, and with 
much skill and diplomacy that he could nét 
find a word to change or to add. This feat ot 
Nigra’s proved the basis of a lasting friend- 
ship between himself and Cavour, and when 
the latter died so prematurely his last re- 
quest to King Victor Emmanuel was that 
Nigra, in spite ot his youth, should de ap- 
pointed as Sardinian envoy at Paris, as the 
only man qualified to carry out his Seren 
policy. oe 


Nigra's obituaries mate described his deve. 
tion to Empress Eugenie and how in 1870 he 
saved her life by coming to her rescue at 
the Tuileries on that fateful Sept. 4, when 
she had been deserted by her own _gentle- 
men, courtiers, and even servants, and when 
a howling mob was invading the palace. It 
was he who escorted her out of the Tuileries, 
who placed her in a cab, and who drove her. 
off to Dri Evans, her American dentist, to 
whose care he confided her. But what has 
not been touched upon in the obituaries is 
that Nigra had as his principal lieutenant and 
unofficial assistant throughout his ten years’ 
term of office at Paris that famous beauty, 
the comtesse de Castiglionne, who was a niece 
of Cavour, and by whom Napoleon III. was 
completely infatuated. It speaks volumes for 
Nigra’s cleverness that while working polit- 
ically with the comtesse de Castiglionne, who 
was abhorred by Empress Eugénie, with a 
well justified but almost insane jealousy, he 
should nevertheless have succeeded in re- 
taining until the fell of the empire the com- 
plete confidence of Eygénie, who was con- 
vinced that Nigra was passionately in love 
‘with her and ready to sacrifice everything 
for her sake—everything, yes, save hig coun- 
try. For, realizing that it would be fatal to 
Italy if the latter took up cudgels in behalf 
of France against Germany in 1870, he con- 
verted himself into the principal obstacle to 
Eugénie’s project of securing the support of 
King Victer Emmanuel. I do not believe 
that Eugénie ever harbored any grudge

One of the many things which Mr. Goldwin Smith said will give 
one an idea of all this remarkable man has seen and experienced in his 
now prolonged life. He had begun to think that nobody survived of 
those he knew, when one day taking up a paper he saw the name of 
a gentleman who had been a friend of his youth.

Yet it is only by an eternal vigilance and the. posting of bar- 
riers and wires and ropes that he can keep one corner of his lawn from 
wearing down into a broad sheep path because of the boorishness or 
the foolishness of passers along the street. It has smacked little of 
the higher education to me when I have seen the muddy or dusty 
diagonal paths wotn across squares of lawn on the campus of the 
University of Chicago merely that students might avail themselves of 
a “short cut” from one pavement to another. 

If education is to stand for anything it should stand for the 
ability of its favored ones to move among their fellows with the least 
unnecessary friction. These petty annoyances which are made year 
after year in community life.merely through boorishness or lack of in- 
telligence are an ineatimable tax upon social and business life.

Science Weighs Sunbeams. 
Solving the Mystery of Comets’ Tails, 
Solar Corona and the Aurora Borealis. 


By Ada May Krecker. 


o much does a sunbeam weigh? 
How hard does.a ray of light press 
upon the object it illuminates? 

It may seem odd, it may sound ab- 
surd, but it is this weight of a sun- 
beam, this mechanical pressure of light, that 
explains the aurora borealis, the comet's 
tail, meteorites, thunderbolts, zodiacal light, 
and sundry other mysteries of earth and sky. 

The marvelous idea of a mechanical pres 
sure of light is one of the victories of twen- 
tieth century knowledge; the new science 
which Prof. Robert Kennedy Duncan has 
been elucidating for the wide, wide world of 
people who wonder why and ask why, but 
must get a narrower world of experts to 
answer. 

Over thirty years ago some one proved the 
mechanical pressure of light, proved it by 
mathematics. That was Clerk-Maxwell in 
one of his prophetic mathematical inspira- 
tions, when he showed that such a pressure 
should exist. But it was not before the 
twentieth ventury that the pressure was 
proved by experiment. Peter Lebedew did 
it. The pressure discovered was small, but 
the sma@liness of a thing often is an inverse 
measure of ite importance, as Prof. Duncan 
says, and so this light pressure has been 
found adequate to the task of explaining 
somé of earth’s greatest mysteries. 

Mr. Lebedew allowed a beam of light to 
fall on a suspended disk in a bulb containing 
a vacuum. This vacuum was attained with 
the greatest care by exhausting the bulb to 
the highest degree possible and then frees- 
ing out the residue of mercury vapor.

taual to the pressure calculated for jm - 
Vance by Clerk~Maxwell. Since then several 
others haxe worked at the experiment, until 
now theré is not the shadow of doubt that 
Maxwell was right. The light pressure at 
the distance of the earth from the sun Is not 
quite a milligram for every square meter of 
the earth’s surface, or, put roughly, 70,000 
tons on the whole éarth. 

Were we to consider only the effect of the 
impact on large bodies our interest would 
not. proceed far, but things take on a differ- 
ent.complexion when we notice the remark- 
able effect of size on the relation between the 
light pressure and weight-or gravitational 
attraction. The light pressure is applied 
only on the surface and is proportional to 
the surface, while weight or the pull of grav- 
itation, on the other hand, affects the whole 
body. 

Suppose we divided a sphere, such as a 
cannon ball, into eight equal spheres. The 
gum of the surfaces of these eight spheres 
would be twice that of the original sphere, 
while the weight of the gravitative pull 
would remain the same. If we centinued 
the process of division until the spheres 
were the size of the smallest shot the total 
gum of their surfaces would be enormous 
compared with the original sphere, while the 
weight would again be equal to that of the 
eannon ball. 

It we continued the division and so on we 
eventually would come to a body so small 
that the ratio of ite surface to ite weight 
would de enormous. It would be almost all 
surface. Now the greater the surface the 
greater the effect of light pressure, and hence 
without going into infinitesimals, the process 
carries us to a particle so fine that the light 
pressure will exactly balance ite weight,

This is so with a particle of earth one one- 

hundred-thousandth of an inch in diameter. 


Such a particle would be neither attracted 


nor repelled from the sun. For the sun's 
pull upon it exactly is balanced by the re- 
pulsive force of the sun’s light. If the par- 


-tiele is smaller still it is repelled from the 


sun, and, in fact, if the particle is exceeding- 
ly small the light push may exceed its weight. 

One of the greatest mysteries in astro- 
nomical science has been the comet’, tail 
and why it points away from the sun. The 
facts are generally known. The tail of « 
comet may be any length up to 100,000,000 
miles. It develops and grows larger as the 
comet approaches the sun, proceeding back 
from the direction of motion Hke the smoke 
from @ steamer. But, unlike the steamer 
smoke, as the comet rounds the sun and files 
away the tall now precedes the head. It is 
precisely 40 if there was a strong repulsive 
wind blowing away from the sun and sut- 
ficing to keep the comet's tail pointed from 
it. This has been the mystery of astronomy. 
But now we understand. The burning par- 
ticles which compose the comet must fall 
under the sway of the mechanical pressure 
of light. If they are so small that the light 
pressure overbalances the forces of the 
sun’s gravitative pull they will be driven 
pack from the comet with & speed depending 
on their size and will constitute the ordinary 
‘comet’s tail. If these small particles ‘vary 
in «ize as naturally would be the case, the 
rate at which the light drives them will vary 
and the resulting; tail.

So it is not surprising that the tail of the 
great comet of 1680 was found by Newton 
to have been no Jess than 20,009,000 leagues 
in length, and to have occupied only two 
days in its emission from the comet's body 
a decisive proof this of ita being darted forth 
by some active force, the origin of which, to 
judge by the direction of the tail, must be 
sought in the sun itself. The whole thing is 
explained by the mechanical pressure of 
light, a force in the universé hitherto un- 
suspected. 

Then there are the solar prominences ” 
and corona. In a solar eclipse at the 
precise moment when the moon blots out 
the sun’s disk there becomes visible around 
the edge of the sun a number of magnificent 
scarlet streamers or clouds, some of them 


@9,000 miles high, and held suspended over © 


the sun. These are the solar prominences. 


In addition to these fiery streams there ex- 


ists digo a beautiful halo or glory of a 
greenish or pearly luster, which contrasts 
finely with the scarlet hue of the promi- 
nences. ‘This halo has been called the 
“ corona,” 

Both the prominences and the corona con- 
sist of matter in a highly rarefied condition, 
and the so far unansWered question of the 
astromoners has been! How 16 the matter 
held up?’

Mystery of Sun’s Surface. 

The sun must project vapors into space. 
These vapors condense into drops when they 
meet the cold of outer space, These drops, 
if larger than the critical size, will fall slowly 
back towards the sun, constituting the prom- 


ing the curious streams of the corona. 


Just after twilight on any clear evening 


in’ winter or spring there may be seen on the 
western horizon a’faint soft beam of light. 
This seems to proceed from each side of the 
sun to some distance beyond the earth's 
orbit. It is called the sodiacal light. Its 


cause has been another of the mysteries of 


astronomy, although it now finds an easy 
interpretation. We Know that enormous 
quantities of carbon exist around the sun 
and at an extraordinarily high temperature. 
The corpuscles that must be emitted by this 
carbon are infinitely small, so that the effect 
of the light pressure must be extreme. The 
sun must bombard all space with them. 


They will stream past the earth in an orbit. 


Far out in space on the other side of the sun 
they will meet with other particleé. And if 
the particles formed in the meeting are 
greater than the critical diameter which the 
pressure of light can control, they will dritt 
back with increasing velocity past the earth 
and towards the sun. If we could stand on 
the moon we.should see the earth attended by 
a faint double tail, the more conspicuous one 
pointing away from the sun and a fainter 
one pointing toward him. It is this sheaf 
of light on each side of the earth that Is 
thought to be the cause of the zodiacal licht.

What Makes Aurora Borealis. 


The aurora borealis has been yet another 
mystery. The new knowledge explains this, 


too. The corpuscles from red hot carbon 
have been shown to be deflected by a Mag- 
net, bent into a complete circle if the magnet 
is strong enough. The earth is bombarded 
by these corpuscles projected from the red 
hot carbon of the sun. The earth is a mag- 
net, with its lines of force proceeding from 
pole to pole. Now the corpuscles must ar- 
rive most thickly over the equatorial region 
of the earth, where the earth is directly ex- 
posed to them. They must be at once caught 
by the lines of force and travel along them, 
ever coming closer and closer and farther 
and farther down into the atmosphere as 
they approach the poles. At a certain Ge- 
tance froth the poles they begin to give out 
shifting and darting lights, which account 
for the aurora borealis, as well as the “dark 
circles ground the magnetic poles from 
which as from behind a curtain the leaping 
pillare of the aurora rise.” 

Another peculiarity possessed by corpus- 
cles traveling at high velocity is their ability 
to knock to pieces or ionize a gas through 
which they pass, and that these ions act as 
nuclei of condensation of clouds, If, there- 
fore, the earth is bombarded by solar cor- 
puscles they should ionise the air in the upper 
regions and this should result in the forming 
of clouds: This is a beautiful explanation 
of the hitherto inexplicable fact that cloud 

formation. in the upper air varies with the 
frequency of aurora.

How Meteorites Are Formed. 

The number of corpuscles intercepted by 
the earth is of course infinitesimal compared 
with those that miss the earth altogether, 
and continue on through interstellar space. 
Through their immense velocity under the 
pressure of light we easily can see how they 
would overcome their electrical repulsions, 
clash together, condense, and form the me- 


__ teorites which flame through the upper ah 


and eccdsionally reach the earth itself as

Tiresome to Look Oat of Window. 

Suppose we admit that it is a severe strain 
to follow the print while we are jolted along 
on a street.car or elevated train. Is it not as 
severe & strain to dock out of the window at 
the objects rushing by at a dizay speed? 
Study a person's eyes as he looks out of the 
elevated train window; it presents a succes- 
sion of jerks at the rate of 600 to the minute. 

Many series of experiments have been con- 
ducted along these lines, and it has been 
found that one can read many times as long 
as one steadily can look at passing objects 
out of the windows. After looking out of a 
window for @ considerable length of time it 
isan. actual relief to begin reading, but after 
reading a considerable time little relief is 
found in looking out of the window, the only 
relief then bejng to close one’s lids, 


* — 
Poor Light Strains the Eyes. 

If the illumination be poor one should not 
attempt to read. Of course dull light makes 
reading a strain in any case, but it is excep- 
tionally harmful when the reading matter 
and the eyes cannot maintain a fixed rela- 
tive position. If the light is bright, a clear 
cut, intense image is formed on the retina, 
and its impression quickly and easily car- 
ried to the brain, whereas in dull light the 
images become confused and the eye is 
obliged to put forth extra effort to see cor- 


rectly. Add to this the extra confusion 
caused by the jolting, and then add the men- 
tal strain caused by the noise and bustle, and 
one must admit that the light conditions 
should be of the best if reading is to be in- 
Gulged in while riding. 

Only clear, large print should be read while 
riding, and matter arranged in anything but 
narrow columns should be avoided. Seat 
yourself, if possible, so that the chief illu- 
mination comes from the rear. Elevated 
trains now are usually well illuminated, but 
some street cars usually are the reverse, and 
the frequent stops of the latter add con- 
siderably more jolt than would be experi- 
enced on the elevated trains. 


Rest Eyes at Intervals. 

Perhaps the best rule to follow while riding 
would be to read a while, then close the eyes 
for a short period, then look out at the dis- 
tant objects for a while, then close the eyes 
again, and so on. Much attention can be 
given the manner of holding one’s reading 
matter; one should study to hold it in such a 
way that as the car jolted it would move the 
whole body, book and all. 

If one will sit upright and keep the elbows 
near the body it will be found that the entire 
body moves as 4 whole, keeping the paper 
or book at the same relative distance from the 
eyes all the time, but if the elbows are al- 
lowed to rest on the arm of the seat or a 
window sill the head will be bobbing one way 
while the jolts imparted directly and inde- 
pendently to the arms will cause the book or 


paper to bob about in an entirely different.

About 2,600,00 pounds of chicle Is imported 
by this company yearly, the chewing gum in- 
dustry first becoming prominent about twen- 
ty years ago, when chicle became the basis of 
chewing gum manufacture.

Birth of a Great Industry. 

In the autumn of 1887 a New York City 
man went down to Mexico on the lookout 
for opportunities in business. Here he met 
some friends who. also were looking for a 
get-rich-quick scheme. While down there 
they heard of the chicle gum, and believing 
that chicle at a few cents a pound could be 
used profitably for the adulteration of rub- 
‘Der they sent the New York man back to 
that city with a large amount of the stuff. 
Then he tried its use for that purpose, but 
ft wouldn't work that way—and after much 
patience was exhausted he decided to throw 
the rest of the stuff away. 

But just as he had come to this idea he 
began to think that perhaps it might be 
useful in other ways which would make it 
profitable, and further experiménts caused 
him to evolve the old time New York snap- 


ping gum. It simply was boiled chicle, cut a3 


into strips, and while chewing it was like 
being condemned to hard labor, it sold like 
hot cakes. 
the supply, and from such humble beginning 
has arisen the great chewing gum industry 
of today. 


Most of the chicle is found in thé intertor 


of Yucatan, and the largest chewing gum 
company in América Has 2,500,000 acres of 
land in Tucatan which it is working as e 
source of chiclé supply. This cémpany has 
factories in several cities of the United 
States and pays out about 64,000 a week to 
its employés. | 
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Even Savages Lore Gum. 

The greatest proportion of chewing gum 
is used in the United States, though in recent 
years the gum habit has invaded Europe, 
Asta, Africa, Austrailia, and the South Sea 
islands. Ite increased use in England began 
shortly after the Boer war; and it is said 
that during that conflict Tommy Atkins er- 
perimented with the chewing gum in South 
Africa and found it a good thing for nerves 
and thirst. Hence, he took it home with 
him; and the chewing gum habit is now 
more fully fixed on Englandthan before. 

During the melee between Uncle Sam and 
Spain the sale of gum to the American sol- 
dlers was enormous. Manila now is a good 
gum market, while Honolulu, Samoa, and 
other portions of the South Sea islands require 
regular shipments of the stuff,

A few drops of strong carbolic acid will 
cause death if swallowed, and to touch it is 
Uke putting your finger againet the stove, 
yet the makers of the stuff have to handle it 
and live in its midst. Fluorie acid is danger- 
ous to handle. It is poisonous and corrosive. 
It will eat up glass, so powerful is it. A drop 
on the skin means an ugly wound. The trou- 
ble with most acid burns is their unwilling- 
ness to heal. The acid eats the life out of 
the flesh, and many injuries of this sort are 
permanent. 

“The makers of prussic acid are in im- 

minent danger, for a small quantity will kill 
a man instantly. It te a singular fact that 
prussic acid is found in the leaves of the 
cherry tree—in minute quantities, of course 
and in almonds. Muriatic acid emits fumes 
that are irritating to the lungs of the men 
who work in the midst of it.

known. 

If nothing else had been accomplished, the fact that 
the national beauty contest has proved, almost beyond 
possibility of dispute, that the women of the United 
States are the most beautiful in the world has made 

u success. Over 100,600 photographs of beautiful 
womep from all parts of America, representing every 
sectional type of beauty, have been examined by the 
judges. Twenty-four sections of the United States Have 
chosen their typical beauty and awarded prizes. In 
each case there were hundreds upon hundreds of beau- 
ties between whom the judges found it difficult to de- 
cide. 

The magnitude of the task of selecting from among 
all these the most beautiful woman, the peffect type 
of American beauty, can be fmagined.

Beauties Gathered in Chicago. 

A Twice the judges, representing all the metropolitan 

newspapers in America, met in Chicago. The first 
meeting resulted in the elimination of all but nine of 
the Contestants, as candidates for first prize. The ‘sec- 
ond meeting reduced the number to five. So great were 
thé difficulties confronting the judges that they decided 
to Call the beauties personally to Chicago, hoping that 
gasifig upon them, instead of judging from photo- 
graphs, would make the task easier. 
Tunis, however, seemed rather to increase than di- 
minish the difficulties. Nine of the cities refused to 
dow to any one and each clamored for the prize. The 
other cities, convinced that their beauties, while per- 
fedtly representing their section of the country, had 
no chance for the grand prize of beauty, withdrew. 

Artists, judges of beauty, of coloring, regularity of 
feature, and others were called upon to assist the 
judges, and one by one the leading candidates were 
eliminated, and Miss Frey was chosen. 

The contest which has brought 100,000 beautiful 
women into prominence started in Chicago just before 
the holidays in a friendly wager between a Chicage 
mah and a New York man, who, since seeing what 
their wager started, have hidden and refused to ac. 
cept the publicity in connection with the contest. 

The first intimation the Chicago public had was on 
the afternoon of Dee. 18. Lord & Thomas, advertisers, 
had been commissioned to discover the most beautiful 
woman in Chicago, and as a starter of the campaign 
placed a small advertisement in the afternoon papers, 
stating that twelve beautiful Chicago girls were wanted 
to pose for art photographs. The Bris were invited 
to send their photographs. The responses were by 
scores.

Would Prove Chicago Center of Beauty. 


The next morning an advertisement appeared in the 
morning papers saying that a large Chicago enterprise, 
for reasons it proposed to make public later, desired 
to prove that ‘Chicago was the center of beauty in 
America. Prizes were offered for the ten most beauti- 
ful photographs sent in. In all the advertisements it 
was expressly stipulated that photographs of actresses 
and professional models were barred from the com- 
petition. 

That was the beginning of the campaign of advertis- 
ing that aroused interest in all parts of Chicago. From 
Dec. 19 to Jan. 12 the advertisements appeared daily in 
all Chicago papers, and the fact that approximately 
10,000 photographs were received shows how wide- 
epread the beauty search in Chicago was and the 
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enormous interest created by it in all classes of society. 

In THe TRipune of Jan. 13 the Sunday editor of 
THD TRIBUNE printed a letter written by him to the 
Lord & Thomas agency offering to pay alt advertising 
expenses, close to 525,000, for the exclusive rights to 
publish the names and photographs of the winner of 
the competition, together with ninety-five other photo- 
graphs of prize winners. The offer was accepted and on 
the following Sunday THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE printed 
nineteen of the prize winning photographs, with an 
announcement that the pictures of the first, second, and 
third prise winners would be withheld until the others 
had appeared. The next Sunday another group was 


printed and so on each Sunday until Feb. 17, when the 


pictures of Mrs. Harry Armstrong and Miss Ida De 
Marion, second and third prize winners, respectively, 
were published.

Miss Della Carson Is Winner. 


On Sunday, Feb. 24, the photograph of Miss Della 
Carson, a Chicago working girl, who had been chosen 
by the judges as the most beautiful woman in Chicago, 
was published, together with a full descriptive ac- 
count of the prize winner and the whole story of the 
contest. Several pictures of Miss Carson were printed, 
showing her in different poses and at different stages 
of life. With the pictures was printed the complete 
story of Miss Carson's life and expériences. Her strug- 
gles as a stenographer at $12 a week were described, as 
well as her traits of character and her home life. Her 
parentage and the elements that had contributed to her 
beauty were carefully and elaborately recorded. Her 
style of beauty, her habits, tastes, traits of ‘mind, char- 
acter—all were told about. 


This was followed on sticceeding Sundays by new 
stories about Miss Carson and new pittures of her. 
She was shown as she would look as a society girl, 
dressed in a gown in which an heiress might take pride. 
In THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE a page was set aside for her 
each week in which she answered the questions of work- 
ing girls and hélped them over the difficulties of their 
daily Nfe. Thousands of letters were written to her 
each week asking for advice on little matters of in- 
terest to working girls and still other thousands of let- 
ters were written to her pérsonally by men who had 
seen her picture only to fall in love with it, asking 
her if they might Correspond with her and taking the 


‘jiberty, in some instances, of telling her that since 


they had seen her face it had been impossible for them 
not to dove her. “ 
In the meantime’Sther. cities had become interested 


in the contest, which, by its novelty and because of 
the great interest it had created, had become national 
in its scope and importance. Simultaneously with the 
publication of the first group of photographs there came 
challenges from outside newspapers, including the New 
York World, the Denver Post, the Louisville Courier 
Journal, the San Francisco Call, and a host of others, 
all disputing the right of THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE to refer 
to Miss Carson as the most beautiful woman in Amer- 
ica. These papers, in their letters to THe TRIBUNE, of- 
fered to find a woman in their own city whose beauty, 
they were sure, would outrival that of Miss Carson.

The Tribune Accepts Challenge. 


As soon as the challenges arrived they were prompt- 
ly accepted by THE TRIBUNE, and the various news- 
papers throughout the United States were invited to 
make good their boast. Then began dozens of local con- 
tests similar to the one conducted by Tun TRIBUNE, ex- 
cept that nearly all of the challenging newspapers were 
assisted by a number of smaller papers in neighboring 
towns. In various Ways many small papers which had 
nothing to do with the contest directly, were drawn in 
as auxiliaries in the search for beautiful women. The 
Louisville Courier-Journal sent out circular letters to 
every daily newspaper in Kentucky outlining the nature 
of the contest and requesting them to help collect photo- 
graphs. In these letters a direct appeal was made to 
the state pride of the éountry editors. The Cdctrier- 
Journal assured those to whom it wrote that the propo- 
sition was not a money making scheme, and that its 
sole desire was to vidicate the state’s reputation as, the 
home of beautiful women. 

These letters had a farreaching effect. Every editor 
in Kentucky became interested in the contest and each 
put the details of the beauty contest before its read- 
ers. in the most attractive way possible. Every loyal 
citizen of Kentucky was urged to help the Courier- 
Journal in its effort to find a more beautiful woman 
than Della Carson, and in the aggregate thousands of 
photographs were submitted. Some of the other papers 
in the contest, learning of the Courler-Journal’s plan, 
tried it in their localities with great success.

Wide Interest in Contest W akened. 


Each of the contesting newspapers, in its advertise- 
ments requesting photographs, invited the friends of 
the women to send in their pictures for them. In this 
way each woman who desired to enter the contest, but 
who was too modest to enter her photograph in her own 
name, was provided with a little subterfuge that would

The Denver Post, for instance, repeatedly assured 
its readers that the pure air and healthful climate of 
Colorado could not be excelled as producers of beauti- 
ful women. In like manner the Call of San Francisco 
urged its readers to come to its rescue in its attempt 
to prove to: the world that no beauty compared with 
the beauty of golden California. All the papers, after 
glowing and repeated tributes to the beauty producing 
factors of their particular locality, asked their readers 
to help them prove their assertions to the.world, and 
THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE in particular, by sending in 
phofographs.

Contestants Admit Miss Carson's Beauty. 

Each of the challenging newspapers, as a preliminary 
to \its contest, printed the picture and some of the 
stories about Miss Carson. The romantic interest at- 
tached to her wonderful beauty and the faet that she 
had worked in the great, throbbing business world of 
Chicago for a paltry salary aS stenographer made the 
story of the contest won by her one of absorbing in- 
terest Every one of the papers that entered the con- 
test admitted the charms of Miss Carson and the read- 
ers of the respective papers were assured that the task 
of finding her superior as a beauty would be a difficult 
One. 

The campaign of the Washington Times in seeking 
the most beautiful woman in the District of Columbia. 
was one of the most thorough engaged in by any of 
the papers in the contest. The Times started with the 
idea that Washington, the capital of the nation, where 
the beauties from all over the United States appear 
periodically or make their permanent homes, should 
produce the most beautiful woman. The Times was 
determined to prove its theory and, in addition to of- 
fering prizes for the most beautiful women of each 
type, added thereto a weekly prize for the most beauti- 
ful woman whose photograph was received during the 
week. 

The campaign was conducted thoroughly and thou- 
sands upon thousands of photographs were examined.

The cloth for coat must be 
well sponged, and the tailor’s canvas (a good quality 
of which can be bought for 30 or 25 cents a yard), and 
some cheesecloth must be wel] shrunken.

are pulled apart as well as the “thread will allow and 
the thread is cut through the middle, leaving thread 
on both pieces of cloth, thus accurately marking the 
seams. All the pieces must be marked in this manner. 

The cheesecloth is cut out like the outside and 
basted to the wrong side of the cloth, and for the half 
fitting coats a regular bust form is not needed in the 
front. Instead of the buat form, two pieces of canvas 
may be cut out for each half of the front, cutting the

Lemon 
juice, followed by cold cream, will do the 
work. In other cases it takes massage, and

His Roads Are Swamps. 


. Whatever else the count may he is cer- 
tainly not a good road builder. some- 
thing over two miles we plowed and plunged 
our way through flooded woodland and 
marshy meadow. More often than not the 
mud ooged into the bottom of the wagon, and 
the water of the spring flooded streams 
reached the horses’ bellies. The track we 
pureued in the drier became more 
and more faint, the driver wiped his sweaty 
face with the back of his hand, and every 
now and then pulled away at a tousled lock 
of his carroty hair in ever deepening per- 
plexity. 

Suddenly two great pillars rose before us, 
upon whieh once long yeurs ago a vanished 
gate had hung. O,“ shouted the relieved 
driver, we are in the grounds of his high- 
ness. You see, I do not always lose my way, 
and if men were but just they would say as 
much.” We swept now around a beautiful 
lake framed in willows, beyond which I could 
dee the Tolstoi village, decked out and gay 
with spring flowers.

He stood watching my approach from a 
Venetian window in the second story, with- 
out head covering, and his long iron gray 
hair the sport of the winds. He wore a white 
tunic buttoned up closely around his neck, 
high boots to the knee, and English riding 
breeches, dilapidated and scratched by 
briers, but still of excellent cut. These little 
things I can describe, but not the hawklike 
gase with which the forest philosopher looked 
out from his study window at the man who 
had come on a frivolous errand—and for a 
moment I thought of flight! 

Attacked by Stage Fright. 

As these thoughts crowded upon me and 
I saw my unworthiness plain, I think I 
would have had the courage to bolt but for 
the young qutler who opened the door of 
the manor house and with a smile gave me 
the audacity to remain. He wore a maroon 
colored livery of country make and was 
young in years, but endowed with the tact 
and the maners which come. and only come, 
from generations of contact with gentlefolk. 
Here was a gentleman’s servant whose serv- 
icee could not be obtained at an employment 
bureau. He cheered me on and condoned 
the enormity of my intrusion with pleasant 
words and reassuring smiles, and he did not 
seem even to notice the offensiveness of my 
clothes. 

On the stairs I had another attack of stage 
fright. “‘ After all,“ my better sense argued, 
Was this not an impertinence?“ I was 
certainly the first obscure American who had 
ever dared this thing. Those who had pre- 
ceded me were men of might, who had moved 
mountains or swayed multitudes, or killed 
an octopus or two in fair upstanding fight, 
but -—— 

The count has talked about your coming 
all the morning,” said the butler, and pushed 
me in. 

Praises American Pencil. 


For a moment the same eager look came 
into Tolstol's eyes that I had seen there from 
the road below. He remembered, it seemed 
to me, the long line of bold faced men from 
America who had come to Hm in pilgrimage; 
perhaps in his incurable optimism he had re- 
membered the words of my favorite Emer- 
son, When half gods go the gods arrive.“ 
Perhaps he had had hopes. Be this as it 
may, when I stood before him in the gulse of 
an imitation European his countenance fell. 
Then, as though he wanted to laugh at some- 
thing and yet recognized his present duties 
as host, he said: 

Lou see this pencil? It was left me by an 
American statesman who called some months 
ago to consult with me about affairs of state. 
I shall always remember that man. Itisthe 
best pencil I ever had.“ Then we both 
laughed, and the count was so unexpectedly 
human for a few minutes that I came within 
an ace of telling him my kvass adventure, 
the reason of my disguisé; but, after all, who 
could talk to a Tolstoi about clothes? 


Opposed to Parliamentarism. 


“I have no hope in this duma, said the 
count. “I have no hope in any form of par- 
liamentary government. Parliamentarism 
means simply poulticing over old scores. I 
am against the duma because parliamen- 
tarism is not an instinct of the Russian peo- 
ple. And then, why should we try to graft on 
to our institutions something which is a well 
known and an acknowledged failure in all 
éountries? Look at your own congress and 
state legislatures. What an evil work they 
have wrought! In their midst thrive envy 
and party hatreds, and among your people 
they have sown the dragon's teeth of malice 
and all uncharitableness. You Americans 
had a new and beautiful land out of which: 
your fathers sought to realize a heaven upon 
earth, and how has it ended? In no part ot 
the world is class so arrayed against class. 
You have reproduced European conditions in 
their most exaggerated forms, thanks prin- 
cipally to what you call representative form 
of government and what you call patriotism. 
O, how I hate that word! You Americans 
use it and misuse it all the time. I really be- 
lieve that this ideafwhich the subtle men who 
rule you for their own purposes call patriot- 
ism has done more to retard the growth of the 
individual than has our church in Russia 
with all its shackles and chains, mental as 
well as physical You have tried popular 
development en masse, why not try the de- 
velopment of the individual? The state can- 
not be stronger than its weakest link. You 
must build up the individual before you build 
up the state, and if you do this, why then the 
state is unnecessary. 

How can you take an interest in the 
duma? And you say the people in America 
take interest in it, too! The little good a 
legislative assembly like the duma might do 
under conceivable circumstances is as noth- 
ing to the evil it is sure to do at present. One 
can say, and I surely will say, but little that 
is good of our present government in Russia; 


velopment of the perfect man than was that 
of Herod and of Pilate. And yet under their 
rule he lived, and in spite of all obstacles 
he taught his lesson. Countless generations 
and millions of individuals have tried to fol- 
low in his footsteps, but no one has ever at- 
tained his perfect manhood. So we seek to 
alter conditions rather than ourselves. I 
suppose because we find it easier. Now, why 
are you interested in the duma?’ 


Hears Good of the Duma. 


This time the count would take no denial, 
and I forged ahead, though realizing that 
I a worm about to be crushed. I told 
him that I had sat in the duma for six weeks 
and had found it to be a deliberative assem- 
bly, much more orderly than most, in which 
all classes of the empire were more or less 
fairly represented, including, perhaps, the 
terrorists and the expropriators. I told him 
I had been struck by the sound common 
sense of many of the speakers, particularly 
of the peasant members, whose constituents 
number four-fifths of the inhabitants of the 
empire. I thought it was possible that in the 
duma a fair statement of just grievances 
might be reached, and that a man might be 
found capable of redressing them—approxi- 
mately. 

“Of course in America,” I said, we do 
not know whether any large number of the 
Russlan people are fit for self-government. 
Outside of the duma they seem to be daily fur- 
nishing much evidence that they are not. 
In the history of your once great and free 
cities, such as Novgorod, Tver, and Pskoff 
it is demonstrated that representative insti- 
tutlons were entirely successful, and that 
there was much happiness and prosperity 
in these regions of Russia until Ivan the Ter- 
rible and others of his kind reduced free 
citizens to slavery. Then, of course, you 


terest in the spread of manhood suffrage. 
Three hundred years ago we Americans were 
a band of exiles cast upon an inhospitable 
shore. We have grown great and strong, and 
we believe that, under God, thanks are due 
to our representative institutions.”’ 

“Great and strong! Great and strong!” 
Tolstoi pounced upon my commonplace al- 
most before it was uttered. “‘ Who besides 
your silly, futile politicians says you are great 
and strong? I grant you were great and 
strong in the days of Emerson and Thoreau, 
but today you place your trust in armies and 
in the treasure that is in your vaults. Great 
and strong! O! I think not. A nation, like 
an individual, is only strong by the faith 
that is in it, and today I fear the faith of 
America is in the almighty dollar. A man’s 
work is the reflection of a man’s soul. A 
man's soul is his conception of his Maker, the 
Supreme Being. Of course I do got know, 
but I think that the rude images of the In- 


dians of which you spoke are more grateful 
to Deity than your rushing railways Seem 
your never resting factories, which ve 
enslaved the freest At least the In- 


In his earnestness the count now rose and 
— r his well nigh fourscore years 
up and down his study with the stride 

of a young man. 
* Prosperity, prosperity! he repeated. 
“What a shameful plea that is which your 
American platform makers address to the 
voters. They do not say, ‘ We will give you 
an honest, righteous government,’ but they 
say, ‘We'll make you all fat sleek. If 
you vote for me you will have a double chin!’ 
And no one arises to say, ‘ What will your 
full dinner pails profit you if while gorging 
your bellies you lose your immortal souls? 
Then the count stopped and gazed at the 
photographs which adorn his study, speaking 
likenesses that were of Emerson, Thoreau, 
Channing, Bryan, Henry George, and the 
late Ernest Howard Crosby. 


Bryan One of His Favorites. 


“O, I thank you for what your country has 
given the world in the lives of these men. 
I thank you for what you have given us in 
the past. But in the future I have my fears. 
I see no one to follow in their footsteps.” 
There were tears in the count’s eyes as he 
spoke of hig love and affection for these great 
Americans. Of Mr. Bryan’s visit to the farm 
he spoke with gratitude. But for the rest of 
our statesmen he made it quite clear that 
they are outside the Tolstoian pale. 

“The fall of America!’ he continued. 
“When I see the deserted shrines of your 
forefathers I think it will come more swiftly 
than came the fall of Rome. We of Russia 
have of late been punished for our covetous 
designe upon the lands and the wealth of our 
neighbors, but with what mercy and tender- 
ness. we were punished! k cannot but think 
that the great judge knew that at heart the 
Russian people were not guilty of covetous- 
ness. That they, blindfolded and bound, were 
led on by the score of misguided or wicked 
men, and 80 it seemed right that our punish- 
ment should be tempered with mercy. But 
you stole the Philippines, or &t best paid an- 
other robber to give up his claim, and your 
people at the polls have time and again sanc- 
tioned the theft. I hope there are extenuat- 
ing circumstances that will speak for you, but 
I confess I see none.“ 


Hope in Henry George’s Doctrines. 


Then with an acrobatic mental jump the 
count returned to the Russian. situation. 
Here his denynciation of the leading men of 
all the parties was quite as sweeping and 
much less courteous than had been his char- 
acterization of our political leaders in Ameri- 
ca. Then for one moment his iron mood re- 
laxed, and relenting, he sald: ‘“ No, no, for- 
get that I had the temerity to say that. They 
are not all bad men; I pray not; bue hopeless- 
ly misguided. Of course, as you must know, 
the vital phase of our situation tn Russia is 
the land question, and yet no man, much less 
a party, not those who say yea to confiscation 
any more than those that say nay, dare to 
approach it in frankness and sincerity. In 
this duma the agrarians of the liberal groups 
stand convicted of bad faith or of ignor- 
ance. There is but one solution of the land 
question in Russia as well as elsewhere which 
can be regarded as just and equitable and 
final as far as anything can Be final in this 
transitory world, and that is, of course, the 
land laws as preached in their modern form 
by Henry George. 

But our wily agrarians never mention 
this solution because it promises no class an 
advantage, and I take it as a recognized 
axiom in party politics that if you want to 
secure votes and get into office you have 
to promise a numerous class decidedly favor- 
able treatment. As I understand it, the idea 
of the land confiscators would seem to be 
that those from whom the land is taken 
should still in the future be compelled to 
pay the taxes, while those to whom the land 
is given should not be harassed by taxes, but 
live happily ever afterward in ease and plenty 
and without labor. Of course, this makes a 
better battle cry than the words of Henry 
George, and of course battle cries are neces- 
sary to success in party strife, while prin- 
ciples—well, they are better thrown over- 
board. Then, of course, George was an 
honest man, and the world rejected him; our 
agrarians are not so honest, and they won't 
be rejected if they can help it.“ 

We were standing under the beggar's tree, 
from which now all the beggars, rejoicing in 
the good count’s largess, had departed— 
some to the mountains and shrines that line 
the great highway to Kief, the sacred city; 
some, as I saw later, to the nearest govern- 
ment dramshops. Out of the valley by the 
willow fringed lake, from the little village 
of mud and thatch in which the Tolstoi ten- 
ants have lived for generations, there came 
a flock of peasant children, all clothed in 
their best—scarlet tunics and high boots 
reeking with tallow. 

Gets Truth from Peasants’ Mouths. 

It is my bible class,“ said the count in 
answer to my look of inquiry. With them 
I close the day; with them I spend the hap- 
plest moments; nor is it, I think, an idle 
pleasure. Each one of thebe children is 
collaborating with me upon a book which 
will be, I doubt not, my last attempt to com- 
bat the heresies of the day. When evening 
comes they hurry up here from the village 
and I read them the scripture lesson of the 
day, of which at first, it being in the almost 
unused language of our Slavic gospels, they 
understand but little. I explain it as well 
as I can, and answer All their questions. 
Then on the following day I take pencil and 
pad in hand and one after another I ask the 
children to recite to me the scripture lesson of 
the day before, while I write down what 
venirs will be distributed throughout the trip. 
they say as they say it. As the result, Iam 
indeed amazed. It seems to me that for the 
first time Iam hearing the word of God unde- 
filed, as it falls from the lips of an innocent 
child. a 
God give me strength to finish this task. 
May I under His guidance live to complete 
it. It will be my testimony to the light which 
has been given to me to see.“ 

While the good count talked a sudden shy- 
ness overcame his scholars, who had ad- 
vanced toward the beggars’ tree with such 
frank joyousness before they caught sight 
of the embarrassed stranger who stood there 

out of his element talking to their kind shep- 

herd. They kept their distance now, stand- 
ing stock still and staring with open eyed 
amazement at the stranger who had dared 

to enter their fold. I rose to go, and the 
count accompanied me a few steps to where 

my troika was waiting. The little children 

now rushed forward and clustered around 
the great tree, each in its accustomed sta- 

tion, 

„Except ye became as little children ye 

shall in no wise enter the kingdom of hea- 

ven, said the count, and with a warm pres- | 
sure of the hand we parted. The black horses 
darted forward, and soon they were rushing 
through the streams out on the great high- 
way which leads from the home of the sage, 
“the pleasant clearing in the woods,“ back 
to Lula and the living world.

Confident of Own Importance. 


No matter how modern and sensible they 
may be in other respects, they all remain 
imbued with that spirit which prompted the 
little dying Dauphin of France to respond to 
the exhortations of his spiritual adviser with 
the exclamation: “But one thing consoles 
me, Monsieur l'Abbe, and that is that up 
there in Paradise with the stars I shall 
still be the Dauphin. I know that the good 
God is my cousin, and cannot fall to treat 
me according to my rank.“ 

Although two centuries have passed away 
since then, the rulers of the earth, as well as 
the princes and princesses of the blood, if 
they do not openly describe themselves as 
the first cousins of the Almighty, are yet 
firmly convinced that the clay out of which 
they are fashioned is of a quality vastly su- 
perior to that employed for the composition 
of the ordinary human creature 

Notwithstanding all the Spartan rigor and 
severity to which they are, according to their 
biographers, subjected in their youth, for the 
purpose of dispelling any exaggerated pride 
of birth and station, they nearly all of them 
imagine that the rights and privileges which 
they enjoy above their fellow men are of 
divine origin. 


Some Disguise Their Conceit. 

Some of them have sufficient tact and good 
sense to conceal these sentiments, and to 
realize that they are not in keeping with the 
spirit of the age. Others, on the contrary, do 
not attempt to disguise them, and become in 
consequence responsible for an acceleration 
in the growth of democracy on the part of 
the people among whom their lot is cast. 
This will explain how difficult it is for a 
crowned head or a scion of any of the reign- 
ing houses to take what people here would 
look upon as a normal view of the current 
trend of thought on religious subjects. 
Sometimes they go to one extreme, and 
sometimes to the other. Thus, the Baroness 
von Krudener, after an extremely giddy 
youth, turned suddenly to evangelism of a 
mystic character, and was able to obtain so 
great an influence, of a purely religious kind, 
over Alexander I. of Russia, that for sev- 
eral years he was entirely subject to her 
sway. She imbued him with the conviction 
that he was selected by Providence, through 
her instrumentality, to arrest the growth of 
those revolutionary doctrines which had been 
responsible for so much war and bloodshed 
at the close of the eighteenth century, and in 


him to organize, in accordance with her de- 
signs and suggestions, the so-called Holy Al- 
liance, for the purpose of combating the 
policy of the United State« and all American 
interests and ideas. 

America’s response to the Holy Alliance 
was the proclamation of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, for which Mme, Krudener was thus in- 
directly responsible. 


First Hates, Then Aids Revolt. 
Curiously enough, the baroness, who had 
been so bitter in her animosity against this 
country, denouncing it as being a hotbed of 
revolution, developed later on into an enthu- 
siastic champion of the insurrection of 
Greece against the rule of the sultan. This 
led to a quarrel between herself and Alex- 
ander, and her banishment in disgrace, for 
he had been taught by her to regard himself 
as the principal agent of the Almighty for 
the suppression of revolution of every kind 
against constituted. authority. 

Sometimes monarchs go to the other ex- 
treme, and fifteen years ago King Oscar of 
Sweden startled his brother sovereigns by 
proclaiming his belief in the Darwinian 
theory of evolution, and expressed himself 
as content to accept the doctrine that our 
ancestors were not angels, but monkeys. 
He gave utterance to these sentiments in 
discussing the great German Prof. Virchow's 
views about the gorilla, declining to accept 
the theory that the animal in question was 
descended from man, representing the most 
degenerate form of the latter, and insisted 
that the tendency of mankind is, on the 
contrary, of an upward nature. 
Of course this created consternation at 
most of the old world courts, since it was 
at variance with the ideas expressed by most 
sovereigns regarding the semi-divine origin 
of their royalty, and was also calculated to 
destroy their reverence for their ancestors 
as saints. 

Oscar Once a Theosophist. 
Some years later King Oscar, who is uni- 
versally recognized as the most intellectual, 
learned, and sensible of old world rulers, 
joined the cult of theosophy, and blossomed 
forth as a full fledged adherent of the doc- 
trines of which the lage Mme. Blavatsky 
was one of the most celebrated exponents. 
While there were many who showed a dis- 
position to scoff at King Oscar’s conversion 
to theosophy, the doctrines of which it must 
be confessed are not in keeping with those 
of the monarchical system, yet it is quite 
easy to understand that so profound a stu- 
dent of..ertental lore as Sweden's king and 
so learned a philosopher should have been 
attracted by the idea that the cult opens 
up roads to the knowledge of the as yet 
unrevealed and latent forces of nature. 
Nor is his case altogether without prece- 
dent. There have been other kings quite 
as noted as philosophers; first and foremost 
among them being Frederick the Great, who 
was so fond of describing himself in that 
French language, which he invariably used 
in preference to German, as “le Roi 
Phllosophe. In fact, he was so much of 
a philosopher that he found it difficult to 
be a Christian; and whereas his brutal father 
(who would have put him to death as a de- 
serter had it not been for the intervention 
of the German emperor and of the king of 
England) was a bigoted Lutheran, Frederick 
the Great lived and died as so much of a 
philosopher that some historians describe 
him as ap atheist and others as a heathens, 


Others Turn to Philosophy. 
His contemporary and kineman, King 
George II. of England, was likewise: more 
inclined to philosophy than to Christianity, 
while the regicide duke of Orleans, father 


King Louis II., the Ilfated ruler of 
Bavaria, whose death remains to this day 
one of the most mysterious dramas of his-

It is not on record that he ever attended 
mass, received the sacrament, or that he 
gave any manifestation of his faith after 
becoming king. Indeed, there was far more 
analogy between his private life and that 
of Frederick the Great after the seven 
years’ war than is generally known. 


Joseph II. Thought Crazy. 
Emperor Joseph II. of Austria was like- 
wise a bit of a philosopher, but his tendencies 
in that direction were not appreciated by 
his contemporaries. For he narrowly es- 
caped excommunication by the pope and a 
revolution on the part of his subjects, who 
were convinced he was crazy, an opinion 
which was widely shared in Europe at that 
time. That he was no fool, however, is 
shown by the fact that Germany owes to him 
the emancipation of the Jews &nd many 
other liberal reforms which have conduced 
to her economic prosperity and political 
grandeur. 

That the great Napoleon at one time con- 
templated becoming a Mohammedian is a 
matter of history, and there Is a good deal of 
evidence in support of the story that he a¢ctu- 
ally became a convert to Islam at Cairo, in 
the early days following his victories in 
Egypt, and when he was still imbued with 
the idea of creating a vast oriental empire 
for himself, in which Turkey, India, and 
Arabla were to be comprised. 

Napoleon III., though cynical in so many. 
things, was for years a firm believer in spir- 
itualism, and so, too, was his consort, Em- 
press Eugénie, over whom an American 
spiritualist obtained an extraordinary degree 
of power during the latter days of the empire. 
I can also recall another of these gentry who 
for a time enjoyed a great vogue at Vienna, 
especially among the women of the great 
world. It was not until ladies of the imperial 
family gave evidence of becoming subject-to 
his Influence that it was determined to put 
a stop to the cult. 


Crown Prince Exposes Spiritualist. 


The late Crown Prince Rudolph and his in- 
timate friend, crony, and cousin, Archduke 
John, undertook the task, which was accom- 
plished at a séance at which a number of - 
lustrious personages, including some of the 
highest in the land, were present. It was in 
the palace of Archduke John, who disap- 
peared so mysteriously some time after the 
crown prince’s tragic death, and has never 
been heard of since. 

In the middle of the séance, by a precon- 
certed arrangement between the crown 
prince and the archduke. the lights were sud- 
denly turned up, the doors behind the cur- 
tains at the end of the room were bolted so 
as to cut off all egress, and the supernatural 
visitor, frantically endeavoring to escape, 
was found to be the spiritualist in person, 
with a white sheet over his evening dress, 
and in stockinged feet. The man was quietly 
expelled by the police on the following day. 


Kaiser Frowns on Cult. 


It may be remembered that about fifteen 
years ago the late king of Wiirtemberg fell 
under the influence of a couple of American 
spiritualists, which ended by arousing the 
indignation of his subjects to such a boiling 
pitch that his ministers, in the name of his 
people, confronted him with the alternative 
of either expelling the objectionable for- 
eigners from the land or of abdicating hie 
throne, threatening him with deposition 
and with being put under restraint as a lu- 
natic unless he made up his mind one way 
or another. The men were expelled. g 
At one time there wae a disposition in 
certain circles at Berlin to develop enthu- 
siasm in behalf of the Christian Science cult. 
and it was even asserted that members of 
some of the reigning houses were inclined to 
lend a willing ear to the teachings of Mrs. 
Dddy. But Emperor William quickly put a 
damper upon the movement, intimating that 
those who became identified therewith would 
incur not merely his ridicule but his grave 
displeasure.

“HARD TIMES” IN LONDON. 


GREAT DEPRESSION MARES THE 
STOCK EXCHANGE. 


Brokers Hit Hard by Slump in “Amer~- 
icans’’ and General Stagnation— 
Defalcations and Failures Fre- 
quently Reported—Helping Hand 
for the Trustworthy, but Many, Ac- 
customed to Big Deals, Compelled 
to Berrow Paltry Sums. 


LONDON, July 6—It is difficult for any- 
body not in close touch with the stock ex- 
change to realize the terrible state of affairs 
prevailing at the present time. The depres- 
sion has been growing in intensity for months 
past, and it has now reached such a pitch 
that even the oldest members cannot recall 
such a long drawn out period of stagnation 
alternating with falling prices. Times of 
acute panic there have been in recent years, 
followed almost invariably by a sustained 
rally, but for heart breaking lifelessness the 
past few months on the stock exchange are 
altogether unprecedented. 

Naturally this has hit members hard. Some 
firms of eminence are seriously talking of 
giving up business altogether. Many mem- 
bers who in their day have dealt tn hundreds 
of thousands are now reduceé to a condition 
in which they find it necesgary to borrow a 
few pounds or even less. 


Many Defalcations Reported. 


Evidence of the hard times is to be found 
in the large number of failures which have 
occurred lately, thirty-two members having 
been declared defaulters since the begin- 
ning of the year. Some fourteen of these 
were hammered during the American 
crisis last March, but the downfall of many 
was traceable to the almost frenzied efforts 
which were made to recruit shattered for- 
tunes in the absence of legitimate business 
by rash speculation, a policy which in un- 
responsive markets, such as we have been 
suffering from lately, was foredoomed to 
failure, 

To troubles of their own making, as well 
os those which were the outcome of märket 
stagnation, have been added in some cases 
defalcations by chents, to say nothing, of 
difficulties abroad. In such cases the in- 
nate generosity of the stock exchange gen- 
erally finds an outlet. Members are always 
willing to help each other personally and in 
business, and at settlement times this is par- 
ticularly noticeable, in spite of the fact that 
the helping of a lame duck is against 
stock exchange law. But, nevertheless, 
when ominous whispers are abroad ag to the 
stability of a certain member or firm we hear 
at the same time of meetings in brokers’ par- 
lors, at which the affairs of the member or 
members in difficulties are discussed and fre. 
quently adjusted. 


Hold Out Helping Hand. 


Of course, in the case of a big firm in 
trouble, the helping hand is held out not 
merely for sentimental reasons, but to pre- 
vent the wholesale distress such a failure 
would entall among members of the house, 
many of whom might be at that moment at 
their wits’ end to keep their own heads above 
water, 

Occasionally—alkthough, fortunately, it is 
rare- members are not above stooping to dis- 
graceful, or at any rate culpable, tactics when 
in desperate case. We have had several in- 
stances of this lately, and when one con- 
siders the stringent regulations of the stock 
exchange and the swift and sure retribution 
which overtakes the member who goes in for 
“shady” tactics, no stronger evidence of 
the 8 now existing could be ad 
duced.

Burlesque of the Pekin 
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BACK PORCH ans THE ies Boa 


By Franklin Fyles. 


Jamestown Fair.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.}]—The fourth of July was preceded here 
by more and bigger fireworks than I ever had 
expected to see; and. the sight cost me some- 
thing like $500, besides a risk of my life; and 
how can I tell whether the show, although 
positively theatrical, can be made as readable 
ae! think it ought to be? I came here to tell 


von all about the big and little, dignified and 


‘comic, stage performances on the Warpath, 
which is Jamestown's attempt to equal Chi- 
cago’s Midway and St. Louis’ Pike. Within. 
am hour after locating myself at the largest 
of the temporary hotels close to a fair 
grounds entrance I was on the Warpath fora 
first evening’s cursory observation. That 
word curse-ory is pertinent, as you will 
dee. . 

The walling of the oriental pipes and the 
thumping of tomtome didn’t lure me into 
any of the couchee shows; there would be 
time enough for such familiar affairs by and 
by. The illumined sideboard of the interna- 
tional congress of beauty,“ with a calctum 
throwing a glare on a sample dozen girls on 
an outside platform, decided me to begin work 
there. The girls were scarcely. pretty, but 
the barker, in a voice that needed no mega- 
phone to compete with the pipes and tom- 
toms across the way, declared that they 
were a contrast with the loveliness to be sean 
within for the sum of one dime. Then a 
vision of genuine beauty was revealed in an 
alcove above the doorway. A woman of 
faultless figure stood forth suddenly and her 
face was it to be painted by an artist, instead 
of smeared by herself. 


— 
Of course, the international congress of 
beauty '’ was no ethnological exhibition for 
scientists, but a catchpenny show for the 
mukitude. The score of girls who had been 
displayed in relays outside were costumed 
for various countries and seated on plat- 
forms like freaks in a museum. Several sang 
ballade, harshly, several others danced clim- 
sily, and after seven minutes of that, Venus 
came on the stage. She was in flesh hued 
tights from neck to heels; and in her extended 
hands she held a pair of screens, which she 
opened and shut in front of herself. Ateach 
distension of these wings a magic lantern 
threw on her a bunch of posites, a bit of dra- 
pery, or an emblem of something or other. 
Another of the first evening’s batch of 
shows that I looked in at was The Destruc- 
tion of San Francisco.“ It was one of those 
panoramic pictures, rendered spectacular 
with lights and shadows, that abound at 
fairs, because their salary roll ends with four 
or five operators with the talent center- 
ing in the barker and an investment of $2,000 
to $3,000 sufficing for an ample outfit. It was 
a good enough thing of its kind, but I men- 
tion it here because, like Venus, it will recur 
later in this letter. You see, I am trying 
to create dramatic interest. 
a 
It is a peculiarity of the Jamestown fair 
that its own “ Warpath” is—or was until 
the morning after my arrival—duplicated by 
Pine Beaches Warpath,” the outside one 
beginning at the gateway where the inside 
one leaves off. Col. Ferraris Marvels of 
the Jungle is within the fence, and Bos- 
Stock es Call of the Wild is without. One 
Hundred and One Ranch brought here after 
a first disclosure in Chicago of its wild west- 
ern life, is—or again I should say was— 
balanced by Comanche Dan’s “ Wildest 
West.”

I gave more time to 10 cents’ worth of

show. Perhaps it was because I was tired 
by the journey from New York, or brain- 
etormed by the phantasmegoria of electric 
lights and the pandemonium of noises; but, 
anyway, I couldn’t detect the tricks of 
Trixie. che spelled names by sosing let- 
tere from a heap of cards and did arithmet- 
ical sums with similarly picked out numerals, 
and for the life of me I couldn't divine how 
she did her stunt without more than horse 
sense. I did observe, however, that lumps of 
sugar were a factor. Trixie’s trainer gave 
them to her when she was obedient and with- 
held them when she wasn't. Yet she was a 
mere incident of my first evening’s stroll, 
like Venus and Comanche Dan; and why 
do I give a paragraph to her? Wait till the 
dramatic climax. Am I raising your curi- 
osity? If not, then the scheme of this let-

Chicago the Home 


of Summer Shows. 


In some reapects Chicago is by long odds 
the best summer show ton in the coun- 
try, although in other respecte it is behind 
several other cities. In Chicago in the sum- 
mer time there are more theaters in which to 
spend money than there are in New York or 
any other city in the United States. But in 
Chicago it 1s impossible to witness in the 
summer performances of light opera, comic 
opera, or grand opera by permanent repertory 
organizationa Boston, St. Louis, and Waah- 
ington have these permanent organizations, 
but Chicago hae none. 

Chicago has no roof theaters, either. New 
York has several. Chicago had one of the 


| @rst in the country—that atop the Masonic 


temple—but the glories of that altitudinous 
playhouse have departed, seemingly forever. 
—— 

But the regular theaters stay open later 
in Chicago than they do in any theater town 
of any consequence in the land, and the ex- 
ceeding richness of Chicago as a summer 
how town has wrought several material 
changes in the theatrical situation of the 
country. 

It is now possible to recruit in the sum- 
mer time a full and competent company in 
Chicago to play almost any sort of an attrac- 
tion. A few years ago it would have been 
necessary to send to New York for the peo- 
ple.“ Now the people flock to Chicago in 
the dear old summer time, well knowing that 
there wili be companies outfitting here to 


country, and that Chicago is almost as good 
a place in which to get an engagement in 
the summer as is New York. 

— 


The theatrical hotels and boarding houses 
in Chicago which used to be empty spaces 
in the summer time now bloom and blossom 
like the rose. They have almost as many 
guests as they have in the winter time. 

The offices of the managers who have head- 
quarters in Chicago are busy places all sum- 
mer long. In Chieago there are offices at 
which vaudeville performers are booked from 
Chicago to the Pacific coast over two differ- 
ent vaudeville cireuits, and many perform- 
ers take advantage of this fact te — here 
to get their bookings instead of spending 
time and money going to New York. 

Chicago has become such à royelly good 
and splendidly successful summer show "’ 
town that there are on the streets here an 
astonishingly large number of familar pro- 
fessional faces. It would be foolish to say 
that Chicago has ousted New York from the 
position of preéminence that the latter city 
— held in the theatrical business for so 

wep? years, but it is the cold truth to say 

Chicago never has pressed New York 
80 * as it ie doing at the present day and 
date. 

And, as the actors spend money in thé 
summer time as well as make it, this is a 
good condition for the city as well as for the 
show business. 


Feuds of Actors 
Shown in Public. 


During a recent performance of The Pa- 
risian 1,” Anna Held, the star, and 
Charles Bigelow, the leading comedian, quar- 
reled after the second act. The result of 
the disagreement was that Bigelow did not 
appear in the third act.

During the last performances that George 
M. Cohan and Ethel Levey, his wife, gave be- 
fore she divorced him, each of them wes 
especially careful to preserve an appearance 
of complete cordiality.

Nobody Knows

more than two years, exploded after a run 
of six weeks in London. Truth,” which 
Clyde Fitch wrote for Clara, Bloodgood, failed 
in this gountry. It is the greatest success 
that the Comedy theater in Londen has shel- 
tered in several years. Lawrance D’Orsay 
never amounted to much in England In this 
country he has become one ef the best money 
making stare. Bo it goes. 

Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch,” 
which, although it was enormously success 
ful in the United States, was thought to be 
so American in tone that it would not be a 
success in London, has captured the metrop- 
olis of the world by storm. Whether it is 
because the Londoners think that the ex- 
eggerated types that are to be found in it 
really are typical of this country or whether 
it la because of some other reason, the fact 
remains that it has hit the bull’s eye. 

E. H. Sothern and Julia Marlowe, who in 
this country have just played one of the 
most successful years that-either of them ever 
has had, did not make money in London. 
Their two greatest failures were plays 80 
different from each other ae Charles Major's 
“When Knighthood Was in Flower” and 
“The Sunken Bell,” that delloate fairy play 
from Germany.

Once in awhile a play failg on both sides. 
Last year William A. Brady produced The 
Redskin in this country. It failed. Brady 
used to get out in front of the curtain every 
night afd tell the audience that it ought to 
like the play. It made no difference. Audi- 
ences fell off in size until during the last 
performances the ushers and other attachés 
of the theater outnumbered the paying 
guests. The plece was put on in Scotland, 
where it was called The Last of His Race, 
and there it made a great hit. Yet when it 
was taken into London that city repeated the 
verdict that New York hae passed and the 
play failed again. 

Dallas Welford got $600 a week in England. 
James K. Hackett brought him to this coun- 
try, increased his salary, featured him in 
„Mr. Hopkinson,“ and made a great deal of 
money with him. Still Welford says that he 
does not feel that he has sufficiently estab- 
lished himself to make it advisable for him to 
court the suffrages of London audiences 


again. 

Wilton Lackaye, who never is out of an 
engagement in this country, had troubles of 
his own when he went to London. There he 
picked up an antipathy to the English syatem 
which he says never will die.

Lena Ashwell, who in one of the plays pre- 
sented by Henry Irving accomplished the 
difficult feat of remaining motionless on the 
btage, pretending that she was dead for 
twenty minutes without stirring a bit, and 
who rose to be a leading actreas in Londop, 
where she played with great success, failed 
in this country. She herself complained that 
the business arrangements of her tour had 
much to do with her failure, but she did not 
have plays that appealed te American audi- 
ences, and those audiences that saw her in 
Henry Arthur Jones Mrs. Dane’s Defense 
preferred Margaret Anglin to her in the same 
play. 

„The Lion and the Mouse,“ one of the best 
plays in a financial sense that has been pre- 
sented in the United States in the last decade, 
failed lamentably in London, although Daniel 
Frohman sent over the best company that he 
could. engage to play in it there. 

Richard Mansfield, who is the greatest the- 
atrical attraction in the United States, bar- 
ring, perhaps, Maude Adama, failed in Lon- 
don. Now that he has gone to England again 
he has admitted—a strange and unusual ad- 
mission for him—that he did not employ the 
best methods the first time he went over. 

„am an English public school boy.“ he 
hae said; ‘I like England and I Shall play 
in London again, and shall hope for more 
success than attended my first visit to that 
eity.”

Sousa did not make half the hit in London 
that he made in Paris, While in Berlin he was 
asked to lead the best bande in the city. 

Olga Nethersole, albeit she was prevented 
by the copyright ar ements from pre- 
senting Carmen, which is one of her 
strongest drawing cards, has just closed a 
successful season in Paris. The success of 
the French companies in the United States 
is proverbial. Yet the fine company of the 
ThéAttre Frangaise Care played to empty 
benches in London, and on those nights upon 
which Sarah Bernhardt, who was then a 
member of that classical organization, did 
not appear nobody — to the theater at all. 


Nance O'Neil, whe at always plays tremend- 
ously successful seasons in San Francisco 
and Boston, does not do so well in New York 
as she does in London or Australia. 

Novelli, the Italian tragedian, was well re- 
celved in New York, although he made no 
money in Boston or in London. 

Duse plays to big business in some parts of 
the United States, and always has a success- 
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Plays Must Please 
the Little Folks. 


One of Balzac’s shorter stories describes 
the launching of a magazine devoted to chil- 
dren, and Balzac in the coursd of his bit of 
fiction points out the fact that as soon as 
the children in a household are interested in 
anything the chances are good that their 
elders will follow. In the theater this fact is 
responsible for the great vogue of plays Mke 
„The Prince Chap.“ Peter Pan,“ The Lit- 
tle Princess,“ and many others. 

Dramatic authore and actors solicitous of 
money and the applause of the public can 
take no better course to secure either or 
both than by catering to the children. 

“The Wizard of Os.“ Babes in Toyland,“ 
and other musical extravagansas appeal to 
grown ups for some reasons and to children 
for other reasons. But they and every other 
spectacle, extravagansa, and pretentious mu- 
sical show appeal to the children as well as 
to their grown up relatives friends. 

If there is in this country a shrewder the- 
atrical manager than Charles Frohman, his 
name does not come to the tip of the tongue 
on the instant. He realized the beauties of 
‘ Peter Pan.“ and one thing he said about the 
Barrie play was that it will interest the 
children.”’ That it has is evidenced by the 
fact that Maude Adame has made a really 
remarkable success in it, and that Cecilia 
Loftus and Pauline Chase have played it 
abroad. 
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
